CURRENT CRITICISM. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., April 12. of the 
sharpest criticisms of Randall’s Committees is 
the fact that McMahom of Ohio, who was a 
member of the Judiciary Committee in the last

THE ELECTIONS COMMITTES. 

The smallness ef the Democratic majority ia 
the House and the urgent necessity for incras- 
ing it is a fact which seems to be fully appre- 
ciated by Mr. Springer’s Committee on Elec- 
tions. A meeting has been called for early next 
week, and the work of throwing out Republic- 
ans and Greenbackers will begin without unm- 
necessary delay. Mr. Springer is already on the 
war-path, and was in consultation to-day with 
the counsel for ex-Gov. Andrew G. C@irtia, of 
Pennsylvania, who contests the seat occupied by 
Yocum, the Greenbacker.

RUSSIA. 
SLAUGHTER OF PRISONERS. 

Sr. Purerspyre, April 12.—A Kieff corre- 
spondent of the St. Petersburger Journal gives 
the following account of the outbreak among 
the political prisoners last month: ‘* Persons 
under arrest in-the Kieff prison resolved some 
time ago to tunnel under the walls and escape. 
The scheme was betrayed by one of the conspir- 
ators. The authorities allowed the prisoners to 
continue the excavation. When the tunnel was 
completed, and the prisoners bad entered it, one 
after the other, intending to come up through 
the opening beyond the prison precincts, the 
soldiers previously posted at the opening shot 
the escaping prisoners as they came up. When 
the bulk of the prisoners, terrified by the 
noise of the fiting, stopped and remained 
in the tunnel, soldiers were sent in 
from behind, and the unfortunate wretches, 
caught between two fires, were all shot down, 
The proceeding seemed to give the officials 
much amusement, and the Director of the Kieff 


prison was praised and decorated for having | 


acted with such cleverness and decision.” 
: ANOTHER HORROR. 

The correspondent adds: “Quite in keeping 
with this is the statement published by the 
Russian chaplain in the central prison at Char- 
Koff, in the official Eparcial Wedomoste. He de- 
clares that of the 500 prisoners déetained.at that 
prison, 200 died within four months. One of 
the heaviest charges made by the Nihilists 
against tlre Russian official administration was 
the brutal treatment of the prisoners, in con- 
sequence of which the health of most of them 
has broken down, many dying and some being 
driven mad.”’ 


JAPAN. 
RETRENCHMENT AND REFORM.

ANOTHER POOL GONE WRONG. 

The Missouri River pool, or the Southwest- 
ern Railway Association, is no more. It passed 
away peacefully and without a severe struggle 
about noon yesterday. The Committee ap- 
pointed at the meeting of the managers of the 
roads in the Association day before yesterday 
to try surmount the difficulties in the way of 
a reorganization of the pool, and to get the sev- 
éral roads to agree toan allotment of percent- 
ages, met again at 9 o’clock yesterday morning. 
They considered several propositions for a set- 
tlement, but all failed, owing to the determina- 
tion of the St. Louis roads to agree to no com- 
promise of any nature. These two 
lines, it is understood, insisted on get- 
ting the same percentages hereafter that 
they had heretofore, that they divide equally 
the 45 per cent of the Missouri River business 
allotted to 8t. Lous. They were vot willing that 
the Chicago & Alton should have any portion of 
this business, although they admitted that the 
Alton bad as good a line to that city as either 
the Missouri Pacific or St. Louis, Kansas City & 
Northerp. The Alton people at first elaimed 
one-third of the 8t. Louis business, but seeing 
that the St. Louis ends would never submit to 
this, and in order to prevent a disruption of the 
Association, they submitted a proposition that 
the question at issue should be submitted to 
three disinterested railroad officials for arbitra- 
tion, and that all the roads ebould abide by 
their decision. But this unquestionably fair 
yin sean was also rejected by the stubborn 8t. 

ouisans. 

It was now evident that no compromise could 
be effected, and that the pool was doomed to 
destruction. The eéxasperated Chicagoans 
charged the 8t. Louisans with acting in the in- 
terests-of the stock gamblers in New York to 
help them “bear” the market. The St. Louis- 
ans smiled a sly smile, as if to say, “‘ We know 
it, but we can’t help it,” but made no reply. 
It was then deeided to close the Committee- 
mecting and to report to the general meeting. 

After the general meeting Fa been called to 
order again by the Chairman, Mr. J. F. Bar- 
nard, the Committee reported the results of 
their deliberations, A resolution was then in- 
troduced by a member of the St. Louis side of 
the house, that the Western Railway Assocta- 
tion be considered dissolved. The two St. Louis 
roads and the Wabash voted for it, and the 
three Chicago roads and the Hannibal & St. 
Joe and Kansas City, St. Joe & Council Biuffs 
against 1t Oneof the Chicago members then 
introduced a resolution that the pool be contin- 
ued, simply for the purpose of fastening the 
blame for its dissolution upon the ay F parties, 
as the previous yote had already decided the 
fate of the Association, for the arrangement 
could not be continued without a unanimous 
vote. The three Chicago roads and the Hanni- 
bal & 8t. Joe and Kansas City & 8t. Joe & 
Council Bluffs voted for this resolution, and the 
two St. Louis roads and the Wabash against it. 
This was the end of the Southwestern Railway 
Association, and the meeting adjourned solemn- 
ly and mournfully without a berediction. 

The death of the Missouri Kiver pool is 
greatly deplored by all the parties who partici- 
pated in it, as it had been a great source of 
profit to the roads, and, besides, there is little 
rejoicing among shippers, for this pool has cer- 
tainly never been extortionate, and always 
maintained fair and equitable rates, that met 
the approval of most shippers. Previous to 
the formation of the Southwestern Railway As- 
sociation, the roads leading to Missouri River 
points were engaged in a very ruinous competi- 
tion, and at times the rates went down to 
almost oothing, while at other times spasmodic 
advances were made to make up for losses. 
This state of affairs was not only disastrous to 
the roads themselves, but the shippers also 
derived no benefit from it, for they never knew 
op what basis they could make their contracts, 
and the low rates at one time were offset by the 
high rates at another time. On Sept. 1, 
1876 the railroads leading to Missouri River 
points from Chicago, and St. Louis and Missis- 
sippi River points, held a meeting in this city, 
and established a pool on the Missouri River 
business—that is, om business to Atchison, 
Leavenworth, St. Joseph, and Kansas City— 
which was then known as the Southwestern 
Railroad-Rate Association. The pool was found 
of great advantage to the railroads, and every- 
thing went along guioothly and satisfactorily 
until March 15, 1878. “The pool struck a snag at 
this time, owing to the demand of the 8t. Louis 
men for a larger share of the business, elaimin 
that under the old arrangement Chicago nad 
of it, and was getting ahead 
of S8t. Louis. The Chicago roads, 
however, could not be persuaded 
to believe that they were getting more than 
their fair proportion of the business, and re- 
fused to accede to the demands of the St. Louis 
roads. The result was, that the latter with- 
drew from the pool, and there was a fierce war, 
out of which Chicago came out victorious. 
Chicago, with its superior advantages, got the 
best of St. Louis, and, after seven weeks’ hard 
tighting, the St. Louis roads pleaded for peace, 
and, as the Chicago lines were only too glad to 
stop the war,a meeting of the various inter- 
ested roads was called, and May 6, 1878, the 
pool was re-established on substantially the 
gla basis, and the name was changed the 
Southwestern Railway Association. 

Up to this time the following roads had been 
members of the Association: St. Louis, Kansas 
City & Northern, Missouri Pacific, Chicago & 
Alton, Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacifie, dannibal & St. Joe, and 
Kansas. City, 8t. Joe & Council Bluffs. Now, 
the rs was admitted to membership and

given a @mail share of the business in connection 
with tha Hannibal & St. Joe. This was done to 
keep the Wabash from continuing the guerrilla 
warfare which it had been waging against the 
Association for some time. Everything worked 
emoothly and barmoniously again until 
the present time. This trouble arose 
from the fact that the Chicago & 
Alton, which heretofore bad been doing 
its Missouri River business via the 8t. Louis, 
Kansas Vity & Northern from Mexico, Mo., to 
Kansas City has constructed a line of its own to 
the latter point. “The construction of the new 
extension by the Chichgo & Alton gives this 
road an additional live to St. Louis ny by good 
as those of the St. Louis roads, and the Alton 
therefore demanded its sbare of the St. I ouis 
business. This made a redivision of the per- 
centages necessary, and, as the St. Louis roads 
would pot agree, the pool, as already stated, 
went to pieces. During the existence of the 
pool, from April 1, 1576, until the present 
time, excluding an interregnum of seven 
weeks, the amount of obearly $11,000,- 
000 was divided amopg the various roads 
in the Association, and so ‘successfully 
has the division been made that it was only 
$,500 out of the way. nother fierce war on 
the Missouri River business, between the Chi- 
cago roads on the one haud and the 8t. Louis on 
the other, will now result, and a lively time may 
be anticipated. 

Shortly aftcr the dissolution of the Southwest- 
ern Railway Association the Managers and Gea- 
eral Freight Agents of the roads leading to Mis- 
souri River points held ja meeting to make an 
arrangement for doing th uniform business, and 
meeting jointly any action the St. Louis roads 
may take. ‘There were represented at this 
meeting the Chicago & Alton, Chicago, Burling- 
toy & Quincy, Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, 
Hannibal & St. Joe, and Kansas City, St. Joe & 
Council Biufls. It was agreed to stick to 
gether through thick and thin until the St. Louis 
roads should come to terms. They also decided 
to continue to pool thew Missouri River busi- 
ness from Chicago. New rates were established, 
but will not be given for publication, in order 
to prevemt the 8t. Louis men from finding out 
what their rates are. The lomber pool trom 
Chicago will also be continued on a similar basis 
as heretolore. The lomper-rates from Chicago 
were reduced 5 cente, This makes the difference 
between Chicago and Mississippi River points 
onivy 5 cents, instead of 10, a6 heretofore, and 
will pacify the lumber-sbippers at this point, 
who claimed that, under the old Teens 
their business was diverted to 8t. Louis an 
Mississippi River points. Mr. J. W. Midgley, 
who has given great satisfaction as Commis- 
siener of the Southwestern Railway Associa- 
tion, will continue te act as Commussioner for 
the Chicago roads.

HYDROPHOBIA.

MitvwavEss, Wis., April 12.—At an early 
hour this morning a sailor named Peter Snell 
died from the effects of bydrophobia at his resi- 
dence, No. 811 Reed street, South Side. The 
facts connected with the case are these: Capt. 
Paul Harry, of the schooner Mary Lyons, who 
boarded with Mr. and Mrs. Snell, had a dog, a 
yellow mongrel cur, that appeared to have been 
voted the freedom of the domicile. One after- 
noon late in January or early in Febuary iast, 
while Snell lay stretched upon the floor for a 

this cur, which happened to be 
in the room, discdvered a scratch 
his (Snell’s) nose and licked it. 
meanwhile raising no objection to 
proceeding, a8 he with others formerly believed 
in the curative properties of the saliva of a 
canine. The scratch healed and was soon for- 
gotten, and the death of thedog, which occurred 
a week or two later, under circumstances that 
led to the belief that poisop bad been adminis- 
tered, did not serye to awaken any fears of 
danger. About a week ago Snell complained to 
his wife about a severe pain in the region of the 
heart. It madean invalid of bim so to speak, 
yet he did not take to his bed, but walked 
around and about on the streets, on Mon- 
day and Tuesday of the present week. Dur- 
ing Tuesday evening or early- Wednesday 
morning bis throat became affected. The glands 
swelled so as to render swallowing difficult, and 
the membrane became parched and feverish, 
while the pain in the chest appeared to reach 
the throat also. Dr. Senn was called, but the 
remedies prescribed by him iailed to produce 
any relief, and a8 Snell gradually grew worse 
it was observed that he manifested an aversion 
to water, and at stich times as it was offered 
appeared to suffer a spasmodic convulsion. 
Then the incident of the licking of the scratch on 
his nose by the dog, aod the subsequent death 
of the apimal under peculiar symptoms, was re- 
called, and it became evident to the physician 
es he had a clear case of bydrophobia on his 

ands. ‘ 

Snell rapidly grew worse; the light became 
painful to bis eyes, his aversion to water seemed 
to increase, while the swelling of the throat in- 
creased constantly. Food and water had to be 
injected into the stomach at last, as it was im- 
possible for him to swallow either solids or 
fluids. Uf course, under such circustances, 
death became a question of hours rather than 
days, and final dissolution occurred at 6 o’clock 
this morning. During the closing hours of his 
iiiness Snell continued rational, and maintained 
a harmless attitude toward those who attended 
him. He assured one and all to bave no fear 
of approaching him, as he would do them‘no 
injury, and he was enabled to keep his word, as 
his spasms never rendered it necessary to hold 
or even attempt to secure bim. 

Two dogs that were bitten by the cur belong- 
ing to Capt. Harry in fights, have died within a 
few weeks of hydrophobia, and it is belleyed 
that other curs in the neighborhood may be 
similarly affected. 

The seaman Snell, whose death is here re- 
corded, was 30 yearw of age and married, but 
has uo children.

TO BE HANGED. 
Bpecial Dispatch to The Trioune, 

Wasatneron, D. C., April 12.—Judge Agner, 
the new Judge of the Criminal Court here, to- 
day sentenced a colored woman, Lonisa Wal- 
lace, to be hung for the murder of her infant 
child. This is probably the first time that a 
woman has been sentenced to be hung in this 
District. The Court, in pronouncing the sen- 
tence, stated the terrible truth, that this of- 
fense was more prevalent. here than in 
any other city in this country. He had 
no doubt of the guflt of ths 
party, and, notwithstanding the lapse of time 
between the commission of the offense and the 
arrest, and the efforts of able counsel, they had 
convicted her. The crime was an evidence of 
the rudest barbarism, and, if suffered to go un- 
punished by any country, that country would 
become a field of blood. The laws of this 
country probibit brutal sports because of the 
demoralizing effects upon the nation, and noth- 
ing could be more demoralizing: than the com- 
mission of this offense of infauticide. 


The prisoner was called on to stand up, and 
the Court imposed the sentefce that she be 
taken to the jail from which she came, there to 
be confined until riday, June 20, 1879, when 
she shall, between the hours of 12 m. and 2 p. 
m., be taken to the place of execution in the 
jail-yard, and bung by the neck until dead.

Gen.’ “Dick” Taylor, whose death is an- 
ounced this morning, was the third in a line of 
american military celebrities belonging to the 
family. His grandfather, Richard Taylor, 
was colonel of the Ninth Virginia Regiment in 
the Revolutiovary War, and was distinguished 
jp the Indian wars. He was afterward one of 
framers of the Constitution of Kentucky, 
he had settled in 1785, and died at Louis- 
Ky., in 1829, aged 83. The father of 
“Pick”? Taylor was Zachary Taylor, the twelfth 
president of the United States. Until his 24th 
Zachary Taylor was engaged in the labors 
of bis father’s plantation. May 3, 1808, he was 
made First-Lieutevant of the Seventh United 
Stetes Infantry, and continued uninterruptedly 
jn the army until he was elected President. His 
chief claim to this great civil office was his suc- 
sess in the Mexican War, in which he gained the 
title of *O'd Rough and Ready.”’ 

Zachary Taylor left several children. A 
dsughter married Jefferson Davis. “Dick” 
was the only son. Hewas graduated at West 
‘Point and served in the army for some time. 
His public career began with the movement for 
secession in Louisiana, to which State he had 
removed. He was opposed to secession on the 
terms propesed. A delegate to the Charleston 
Convention in 1860, he refused to go into a Gulf 
States Convention. In 1861 he was a member 
of the Upper Branch of the Louisiana Legisla- 
ture, and afterwards of the Constitutional Con- 
yention called to consider an ordinance of seces- 
sion. Inthe latter body he stood out for the 
Union as long’'as he could. As soon as the Con- 
vention adjourned, finding himself out of bar- 
mony with prevailing opiuion as to the certainty 
of war and necessity for preparation, he re- 
tired to his estate, détermined to accept such 
responsibility only as came to him unsought. He 

_ was soov called from his retirement, and appoint- 
ed Colonel of the Ninth Louisiana (Confederate) 
Volunteers, and served through the War, seeing 
much service, and retiring with the rank of 
Lieutenatt-General. He was engaged in the 
battle of Bull Run, defeated Gen. Banks’ Red 
River expedition at Sabine Cross Roads, and was 
in turn defeated at Pleasant Hill, Sept. 10, 
1864. Hesurrendered to Gen. Canby, May 4, 


1365. 

Gen. Taylor has recently been engaged on a 
yolume of reminiscences of the War, which bas 
just issued from the press of the Messrs. Ap- 
pleton, under the titleof ‘‘ Destruction and Re- 
construction,’’ and reached this citv only yes- 
terday. He wrote of men and events with 
freedom and perfect sincerity, but his 
prejudices were violent and his judgment often 
warped. Some extracts from his volume seem 
to be specially opportune at this time, but they 
must be read with many reservations. As a 
rule, Gen. Taylor is unjust in speaking of po- 
litical opponents, but he is a good military 
critic, and some parts of his book are valuable 
‘eontributions to the history of the War. 

Gen. Taylor took command of his regiment

As was said by the witty Canon ot 
St. Paul's of Francia Jeffrey, his mind is in a 
mate of indecent exposure. During the exciting 
period preceding ‘* Secession " Mr. Stephens held 
and avowed moderate opinions; but, swept along 

the resistless torrent surrounding him, he dis- 
covered and proclaimed that ‘‘slavery was the cor- 
Ger-stone of the Confederacy.”’ In the strong ver- 
nacular of the West. this was ‘‘rather piling the 
agony” onthe humanitarians. whose sympathies 
Were not mach quickened towards us thereby. As 
the struggle progressed, Mr. Stephens, with ali the 
impartiality of an equity judge, marked many of 
the virtues of the Government north of the Poto- 
mac, and ail the vices of that on his own side of 
the river.

Of all the men I have seen, he was best entitled 
to the epithet of distinguished; and so marked 
was bis appearance in this particular that he would 
not have passed unnoticed through the. streets of 
any Capital. Reserved almost to coldnesa, his calm 
dignity repelled familiarity: not that he seemed’ 
without sympathies, but that he had so conquered 
his own weaknesses as to prevent the confession of 
others before him. 

From the moment Lee succeeded to the command 
of the army in Virginia, he was facile princeps in 
the war, towering above all on both sides, as the 
pyramid of Ghi#éh above the desert.

ington, ** First in war, first in peace, firstin the 
hearts of his countrymen,” is now, by the united 
voice of the South, applied to his noble son. 

- » « Intruth. the geniusof Lee for offensive 
war had suffered by atoo long serviceas an engi- 
neer.

rience in and talent for war, he 
was the moat laborious of commanders, devoting 
every moment to the discharge of his duties. Asa 
disciplinarian, he far surpassed any of the senior 
Confederate Generals; but his method and manner 
were harsh, and he could have won the affections 
of his troops onlv by ieading them to victory. He 
furnished a striking illustration of the necessity of 
a healthy body fora sound intellect. Many years 
of dyspepsia had made his temper sour and petu- 
lant, and he was intolerant toa degree of neglect 
of duty, or what he esteemed to be such, by his of- 
ficers.

BUTLER AND BANKS. 


Persuaded that the Federal Commander at New 
Orleans, Gen. Benjamin F. Butler, was ignorant 
of the practices of his outlying detachments, I re- 
quested ex-Gov. Wickliffe, of Louisiana, a non- 
combatant, to visit that officer under a flag of truce 
and cail his attention tothe subject. Duty to the 
suffering population would force me to deal wiih 
perpetrators of such misdeeds as robbers rather 
than as soldiers. Gen. Butler received Gov. 
Wickliffe politely, invited him to dine, and listened 
attentively to his statements, then dismissed him 
without cummitting himself to a definite reply. 
However, the conduct complained of was speedily 
stopped, and, as I was informed, by orders from 
Gen. Butler. This was the only intercourse I had 
with this efficer during the War. Some months 
later he wae relieved from command at New 
Orleans by Gen. Banks, whose blunders served to 
endear him to President Lincoln, as did those of 
Villeroy to his master, the Fourteenth Louis. When 
the good Scotch parson finished praying for all

has been so universally abused as to make it 
pleasant to say a word in his favor. Not that he 
needs assistance te defend himself; for in the war 
of epithets he has proved his ability to hold his 
— inst all comers as successfully as did 
Jount Robert of Paris with sword and Jance. 

PEMBERTON A TRAITOR. 

The incapacity of Pemberton for independent 
command was a great misfortune to the Confed- 
eracy, bat did not justify aspersions on his char- 
acter and motives. ‘he public howled, gnashed 
ite teeth, and ljashed itself into a beautiful rage. 
He had joined the South for the express purpose 
of betraying it, ana this was clearly pruven by 
the fact that he surrendered on the 4th of July, — 
a day sacred to the Yankees. Had he chosen any 
other day, his guilt would not have been so well] 
establisned; but this particular day lacerated the 
tenderest sensibilities of Southern hearts. Presi- 
dent Davis should have known all about it; and 
yet he made a pet of Pemberton. ‘* Vox populi, 


yox diaboli.”’ 
GEN. GRANT. 


Grant's error in undertaking an impossible work 
cost him three months’ time and tne loss by dis- 
ease of many thousands of his men. The event 
showed that he could as readily have crossed the 
river below Vicksburg at first as at last: but, onee 
over, he 1s entitled tocredit for promptly availing 
himself of his adversary’s mistakes and vigorous- 
ly following him. The same may be said of his 
— success at Fort Donelson on the Cumber- 
land: 

Gen. Grant’s first essay at Belmont failed, and at 
Shiloh he was out-maneuvred and out-fought by 
Sidney Johnston, and, indeed, be was saved from 
destruction by Johnston's death. Before he moved 
against Bragg at Missionary Ridge, the latter had 
detached Longstreet with a third of his force, 
while be (Grant) reinforced Thomas with most of 
the Vicksburg army and two strong corps under 
Hooker from the East. The historian of the Fed- 
eral Army of the Potomac states that, in reply toa 
question of Gen. Meade, Grant said: ‘‘I never 
maneuvre”’; and one has butto study the Virginia 
campaign of 1864, and imagiue an exchange of re- 
sources by Grant ana Lee, to find the true place of 
the former among the world’s commanders. He 
will fall into the class represented by Marshal 
Villars and the Duke of Cumoeriland. 

Genius is God-given, but menare responsible for 
their acts; and it should be said of Gen, Grant that, 
as far as 1 am aware, he made war in the true spirit 
of a soldier, never by deed or word inflicting wrong 
on non-combatants. Jt would be to the credit of 
the United States army if similar statements could 
he made of Gens. Sherman and Sheridan. 

Before the Conventions to nominate candidates 
for the Presidency met in 18638, I had much inter- 
course with Gen. Grant, and found him ever 
modest and determined to steer clear of politics, or 
at least not permit himself to be used by partisans; 
and I have no doubt that he was sincere. but the 
Radical Satan took him up tothe bigh places and 
promised him dominion over all in view.” Perhaps 
none out a divine being can resist such temptation. 
He accepted the nomination from the Radicals, and 
was elected; and though I received friendly mes- 
sages from him, I dia notsee him until. near the 
close of his first Aiministration. As ignorant of 
civil government as of the charucters on the Moa- 
bitish stone, President Grant begun badly, and 
went from bad to worse. The appointments to 
office that he made, the associates whom be gath- 
ered around him, were astounding. All his own 
relatives, al] his wife's relatives, all the reijatives 
of these relatives, to the remotest cousinhood, 
were quartered on the Public Treasury. Never, 
since King Jamie crossed the Tweed with the 
huogry Scotch nation at his heels, has the like 
been seen; and the soul of old Newcastle, greatest 
of English nepotists, must have turned green wito 
envy. The influence of this on tne puvlic was 
most disastrous. Already shortened by the War, 
tbe standard of morality, honesty, and right was 
buried out of sight. 

EDWIN M. STANTOR. 


A spy under Buchanan, a tyrant. under Lincoln, 
and a traitor to Johnson, thie man was as crue! and 
crafty as Domitian. I never saw him. In the end 
conscience, long dormant, came as Alecto, and he 
was not; and the temple of Justice, on whose 
threshold he stood, escaped profanation.

KIRBY SMITH. 


Gen. Taylor holds Kirby Smith responsibie 
for the escape of Banks and Porter after the 
Red River Campaign: 

To pursue a retreating foe, numbering 6,000 
men, he took over 7,00U infantry, and lest 1,200 
to operate against twenty odd thousand and a 
powerful fleet. From the evening of the 21st of 
April, when I returned to the front near Grand 
Ecore, to the 13th of May, the day on which 
Porter and Banks escaped from Alexandria, I kept 
him advised of the enemy's movements and con- 
dition. Officers were sent to implore him to re- 
turn and reap the fruits of Mansficid and Pleasant 
Hill, whose price bad been paidin blood. Not a 
man was sent me; even the four-gun battery with’ 
Liddell on the north of the river was, without my 
knowledge, withdrawn toward Arkansas. From 
first to last, Gen. Kirby Smith seemed determined 
to throw a protecting shield around the Federal 
army and fleet. 

In all ages since the establishmentof the Assyrian 
monarchy nocommander has possessed equal power 
to destroy acause. Faraway fromthe great cen- 
ters of conflict in Virgmia and Georgia, on a re- 
mote theatre, the opportunity ofvstriking a blow 
Gecisive of the War was aiforded/’ An army that 
included the strength of every garrison from Mem- 
phis to the Gulf, had been routed, and, by the in- 
compeiency of ite commander, was utterly de- 
moralized and ripe for destruction. But this army 
was permitted to escape, and its Nineteenth Corps 
reached Chesapeake Bay in time to save Washing- 
ton from Gen. Eariy’saitack, while the Thirteenth, 
Sixteenth, and Seventeenth Corps reinforced Sler- 
man in Georgia. More than ali, we lost Porter's 
fleet, which the falling river had delivered into our 
hands; for the protection of an army was neces- 
sary to its liberation, as without the army a dam 
at the falis could not have been constructed. With 
this fleet, or even a portion of Kk. we would have 
at once recovered possession of the Mississippi 
from the Ohio to the sea, and undone al! the work 
of the Federals since the winter of 1861. Insteaa 
of Sherman, Johnson would have been reinforced 
from west of the Mississippi. and thousands of ab- 
sent men, with fresh hope, would have rejoined 
Lee. The Southern people might have been spared 
the humiliation of defeat, and the countiess woes 
and * ea inflicted upon them by their con-

COAL EXCHANGE. 

A special meeting of the Chicago Coal Ex- 
change took place at the rooms of the Society 
at 3p. m. yesterday, William E. Johnson, the 
President, in the chair. The principal 
business before the meeting was the 
election of officers for the ensuing year.

PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

The regular fortnightly meeting of the Board 
of Public Library Directors was held yesterday 
afternoon in the Library Building, D. L. Shorey 
in the chair. There were aiso present 
Messrs. Onahan, Hotz, Walker, Scran- 
ton, Loewenthal, Sprague, Librarian 
Poole, and Secretarv Wickersham. 
Mr. Scranton, from the Committee on Ad- 
ministration, recommended that the scale of ia- 
creased salaries be adopted as reported by the 
Committee to remain in force from March 1 to 
January, 1880. About $300 were added to the 
pay-roll according to the new schedule of 
salaries. On motion of Mr. Onaban, the Com- 
mittee on By-Laws were instracted to prepare a 
rule tocorrespond with the recommendation. 
The same gentleman reported that the Com- 
mittee to whom the matter of a permanent loca- 
tion for the library was referred had given the 
question some attention, but were not ready to 
report. The annual election of officers was 
deferred to the next =. Mr. Poole read 
a commupication from Mr. James Donville, of 
the Canadian Parliament, asking for contribu- 
tions to the Library of St. Johns, Newfound- 
land, which was destroyed by fire. The letter 
was referred to the Library Committee, after 
which the Board adjournea. 

THE MILLERS. 

An important preliminaay meeting of millers, 
Board of Trade men, mill-machinery men, and 
others was held at the club-rooms of the Grand 
Pac'fic Hotel yesterday afternoon at 3:30 o’clock 
to make arrangements for the reception of the 
Millers’ National Association, which will hold 
its annual session in this city May 13, 14, and 
15. Ov motion, Mr. Heermans, of the Star & 
Crescent Mills was called to the chair, and Mr. 
H. B. Mitchell, editor of the American Miller, 
acted as Secretary. 

On taking the chair, Mr. Heermans stated the 
importance of the meeting. Jhe Millers’ Na- 
tional Association has a membership of over 700 
members, comprising most of the largest and 
best millers of the country, and representing a 
very large capital. The coming convention 
wouid be the sixth that haa been held, the last 
having met at Indianapolis. A very large at- 
tendance was anticipated, not onlv from the 
ceutral location of Chicago, but from the recent 
victory which the mullers gained at St. Louis 
over the well-known Consolidated Middlings 
Purifier Company in the United States Court. 
In view of the fact that many bundred millers 
would gather here from all parts of the United 
States, it was but fit that some action be taken 
to receive them properly. 

Mr. E. B. Baldwin suggestea that a commit- 
tee be appointed to take initiatory steps and re- 
port at an adjourned meeting of the Board 
of Trade rooms next Saturday after- 
noon. Messrs. Heermans, Collins, Chisholm, 
Montague, and Gump were designated as such 
Committee, to whom Messrs. E. B. Baldwin 
and H. W. Rogers, Vice-President of the Board 
of Trade, were added on motion. Mr. Rogers 
suggested that this Committee should also re- 
port the approximate expense of receiving the 
millers, and take measures to meet it; and on 
motion of Mr. Montague the Committee of Ar- 
ravgements was also constituted the Committee 
on Finance. Messrs. Wenborne, Chisnolm, and 
Douglas were desiynated as a committee to ap- 
pear before the meeting of the Railroad Asso- 
ciation and present before that body the facts 
in reference to the coming convention. Aiter 
some informal talk and the appointment of a 
day for a meeting of the Committee, the meet- 
ing adjourned to meet next Saturday afternoon. 

REFORM ALLIANCE. 


A meeting of the Chicago Reform Alliance 
was held Jast evening at the Grand Pacific, Mr. 
J. W. Goodspeed presiding. The Committee 
on Organization reported some little progress, 
and were given further time. After some 
rambling talk as to the necessity of completing 
their organization until all the wards in the city 
should be represented, instead of five or six, as 
at present, the meeting adjourned for two 
weeks, when it is hoped to have a much larger

Genevieve Ward Makes Her Debut 
in Boston. 


The Private Criticism of Two Literary Gentle- 
men---The Key-Note Struck. 


A New England Girl’s Story of Madame 
Bonaparte-—We Must Dress | 


Easter Parties---The Little Tail 
to a Big Kite.

Bostox, April 10.—Miss Genevieve Ward, now 
playing at the Boston Theatre with the admira- 
ble support of that company, is meeting, not 
with a sensational, but @ sure success, which is 
going to place her upon that secure foundation 
of public favor which is not at the mercy of every 
varying tide of mood oremotion. When Miss 
Ward came from England in the beginning of 
the season last autumn, she was fresh 
from the real triumphs which brought from 
the Manchester Guardian—an authority upon 
theatrical matters all through £ngland—un- 
precedentedly tine acknowledgments of her 
power and skill. When she ap before a 
New York audience after ber arrival, the re- 
pressed, controlled emotion, which was specially 
appreciated at its high valueabroad, was spoken 
of as lack of emotion, and, while praise was 
given to her training and intellectual concep- 
tion of her part, the ardor which was intensified 
by not “slooping over ’’ was called lack of mag- 
netism. This same note bas been struck and 
repeated at various times in her progress 
through the different places where 
she has played. After her first performance 
last Saturd ay at the Boston, the Advertiser struck 


the note again while giving her the highest 
place im intellectual art that has been attained

and placing her also far before Modjeska in her 
grace and mental conception. This is certainly 
very high praise, but in finding fault with wnat 
the critic terms her lack of spontaneity when 


according so much, suggests that the possibility 
that the fire and fury of emotion that we have 
had before us so constantly from the im- 
perfectly educated actresses of the past 
few years in highly-seasoned  sensation- 
al plays may have not a  Mlittle 
to do with warping the minds of the most 
sincere critics. I have no other reason save 
that of the sincerest admiration for what I con- 
sider the hiehést expression of the higheet art, 
in claiming for Miss Ward, as I do on all occa- 
sions, the first rank amongst artists as one of 
the truest exponents of the drama in every 
direction that I have ever seen. That amongst 
some of the most cultivated of old theatre- 
goers here in Boston this appreciation of her is 
growing rapidly is a proof to me Miss 
Ward’s style is becoming recognized 
for its truthfulness, which will gradually 
shine down the merely sensational and feverisn 
displays of lesser geniuses.

Bonaparte during a winter that 
they spent in Baltimore several years ago. 
Madame was then an old lady, but in the full 
possession of a pungent wit and an ever-ready 
fund of satire. it happened that one of the 
girls in question was rather remarkably quick 
with her tongue,—what we cail nowadays “a 
bright girl.” Madame appreciated this bright- 
ness to the full, but one day in serious conver- 
sation with the young lady on the serious topic

she suddenly gave this sententious piece of ad- 
vice to her young friend. 

“My dear, let me tell you one thing: If you 
want to marry well, don’t talk. Men are afraid 
of a woman who talks—they are afraid thai she 
knows more than they do.”’

SCHOOL-TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, April 12.—There seems, judging 
from the recent letters to Tus Trisunz, to be 
some misunderstanding about why the teachers 
have been paid but about ten days’ salaries 
since the Ist of January. To one who reads, 
there can be but little difficulty in understand- 
where the blame, if any exists, lies. The Coun- 
cil voted to pay the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments in cash for January and February out of 
some accumulated funds. Where these funds 
came from is immaterial, but I suppose it could 
be ascertained if one wishea to learn all about 
it. The School Department was not included 
in this arrangement, for the reason declared in 
the Council, that the teachers received, during 
the year, about four months’ pay in cash from 
the State fund and rents, which the other De- 
partments did not. The Council did not put 
into the hands of the Board of Education 
any funds to pay the teachers. with. 
They are undoubtedly waiting for the 
scrip—and so are the _  scnool-teachers. 
I do not see where any possible blame can at- 
tach to the Board of Education. One should 
look te the body that supplies the Board with 
funds. It is simply nonsense to give as a 
reason that the pay-roll was not made out. Of 
what use is a pay-roll that has neither “*green- 
bax”? nor scrip back of it? -Itis just possible 
that had the teachers the power of voting, 
things would have been a trifle different. 
Quien sabe? All this only shows that it would 
be better if the Board were not dependent upon 
the Council for supplies to run the schools. 
The city would certainiy be served as well, if 
not better, than it now is, if the Board of Edu- 
cation were empowered to decide what was 
needed to maintain the schools properly. The 
nembers are usuaily men of as much intelli- 
gence, have as large pecuniary interest, and as 
well fitted in every way to decide in this mat- 
ter as the average Alderman. It would not be, 
then, as now, a sort of an mMcongruous attach- 
ment upon the political machine. Then the 
Council could not devote its entire energy to gas 
and sewerage, and the schools would be all the 
better for it. ENBIQUE.

Sulphur in Diphtheria. 

Tuesday ng our daughter Nati com- 
plained of lame shoulders and accom- 
panied by shooting pains to her head and a slight 
sore throat, which we supposed to have been 
caused by taking cold. The second day the dis- 
ease showed itself to be diphtheria of the malig- 
nant type; the parts attacked soon evincing 
putridity, and so far back in the throat that only 
dry sulphur, partly on sponge, to be carried by 
the breath, could reach some of the affected 
parts. I neversawa case in which the fever 
was so high, orin which the patient lost flesh 
so rapidly; buton the Sunday following, the 
disease was conquered; the only remedies used 
being internal applications of sulpnur to the 
affected parts, and external use of cloths wet in 
tepid or cold water, applied constantly as com- 
presses to reduce the fever. In this case | have 
tested the great superiority of dry sulphur over 
mixed, as years ago, in asimilar case, 1 tested 
the futility of alum to conquer this fearful dis- 
ease; having previously a.ways used burnt alum 
mixed with the sulphur, Not having voth at

STEVENS. 


The Day Devoted to Legal Argu- 
ments. 


Interesting to the Prisoner, but Not to 
the Public. 


No Decision of the Points at Issue Until 
Monday. 


THE THIRD DAY. 

It is s clear, sunshiny day, and the light 
streaming in through the windows of the Crim- 
inal Court illuminates every nook and corner 
of that often dismal and uninviting room. 

The knowledge that at least the greater por- 
tion if not the whole of the morning session 
will be devoted to dry, legal arguments does not ° 
diminish in the least the attendance. 
By 9 o’clock there is a crowd around the Michi- 
gan street entrance, and five minutes after the 
doors are thrown open there is not a vacant seat 
in the room. ‘The same female faces are to be 
seen in the benches set aside for the sex, and 
the number is about the same as usual, the 
whole east side of the main floor being occupied 


by them. 

As to Stevens, there is no alteration in his de- 
meanor, except that he pays more than usual 
attention to the proceedings, evidently relishin 
speeches more than evidence. Mrs. Young un 
Annie Coon are accompanied by the daughter 
of the former,—a pretty little child of 10. After 
spending aboat fifteen minutes in endeavoring 
to make each other understand their respective 
positions on the question raised Friday, the at- 
torpeys settled down to work, or rather talk. 


THE BALL OPENS. 

‘ “ We claim,” says Mr. Mills, “that the con- 
versations they seek to bring out, in themselves, 
taken per se, indicate no mental aberration,—no 
existing malady.—and that the law contemplates 
only the admission of a declaration or statement 
which, in itself, indicates an existing malady,— 
something inconsistent with the ordinary habits 


of a man’s mind.” 

“* And that is irrational,’? adds Mr. Weber. 

“ That is to say,’’ adds Mr. Storrs, “‘ a deciara- 
tion is admissible in evidence on the question of 
insanity, provided the declaration proves that 
the party making it is insane.”’ 

‘“*‘Or tends to prove,” qualifies Mr. Mills, 
“any immediate aberration of the mind.” 

“That,” says Mr. Storrs, “‘ would throw out. 
declarations in 999 cases in 1,000,—would destroy 
the rule,—uproot all the law on the subject of 
insanity. <A declaration is competent if it 
proves the man insane. In other words, the de- 
fense of insanity is good if insanity exists; a 
man is insancif be is out of his mind.” 

“The tendency of the examination yester- 
day,’’ remarks the Court, “‘was as to acts of 
the deceased woman out of the presence and 
bearing of her husband, and most of them were 
excluded.”’ 

‘*We do not propose to discuss that now,”’ 
says Mr. Storrs. ‘‘On that subject we havea 
pretty well-grounded opinion that, before the 
case is finished, your Honor wili see the neces- 
sity—a necessity which has characterized, I 
think, pretty nearly every famous case in which 
the question of insanity has been involyed for 
the last twenty-five years—of admitting every 
act, every word, written or spoken, that could 
tend in the slightest degree to throw any light 
on the mental condition of the party accused of 
crime. If a blow was struck upon the head of 
aman ten years ago, you may follow that blow 
down, showing the change it etfected in his 
intellectual and mofal structure, to the 
very instant of the homicide’ with 
which he is charged. A blow on the head is pre- 
cisely the same as a blow on the nervous organ- 
ization by some great calamity,by sudden joy, 
sudaen grief. A _ biow in both instances is ex- 
actly the same in its character, and effects, and 
consequences; and no matter when struck, or 
where struck, if it is of a character whico an 
ordinarily intelligent jury will see tends to 
aifect the ordinary poise of the reasoning and 
morai facuities, the infliction of that blow may 
be shown at the time when, the place where, and 
the circumstances under which, and the effect 
which it had as evidenced by the acts of the 
party during all the intervening time.” 

‘‘We -laim,” says Mr. Weber, ‘* that conver- 
sations are not adinissible to show the cause of 
insanity. but for the purpose of showing an ex- 
isting state of insanity. That is the differ- 
ence between us.”’ 

‘“T’ll proceed,’”? remarks Mr. Storrs, ‘“‘to the 
general discussion of the question.”’ 

‘‘This is purely a question of law,” observes 
Mr. Weber, ‘‘and we submit, if it is going to 
have any influnce with the jury, that they ought 
not to be present.”’ 

“T’ll not say anything to hurt or injure 
them,” remarks Mr. Storrs. 

“it is the practice, under such circum- 
stances,’’ says Mr. Mills, “‘for the jury to re- 
tire. It was done in the Couvty-Commissioner 
cases.”’ 

** We object to it,”’ observes Mr. Storrs. 

“We simply address the suggestion to the dis- 
cretion of the Court,”’ says Mr. Milis. 

“We don’t care about it,’?’ adds Mr. Weber, 
“if your Honor will say to the jury that the ar- 
gument is addressed to you and not to them.”’ 

‘‘'The practice is well understood,” rejoins the 
Court, ‘‘but 1 see nothing yet. to justify me in 
exercising the discretion and haying the jary 
withdraw.”’ And looking to the twelve he says, 
‘*What is said by these gentlemen is not to be 
considered by you. You must decide the case 
according to the evidence and the law as the 
Court gives it to you in the instructions.”’ 

The jurors look pleased, and settie back for a 


nap.

MR. STORRS. 

“We simply say,’’ goes on Mr. Storrs, “in a 
general way, that Stevens was insane, and his 
insanity was such—lack of control over himself, 
and the conduct with which he is charged—as to 
relieve him of avy responsibility for what he 
did. If the act done proceeds from an impulse 
which there is no judgment left tocontrol, the 
party committing the act may know perfectly 
well the nature of the act which he does, yet, if 
it is uncontrollable, the defense is perfect and 
complete. Weclaim that some time preceding 
the commission of this homicide * the 
prisoner at the bar discovered what he sup- 

osed were evidences of his wife’s infidelity. 
Ve shall prove that beyond all question. We shall 
show that the discovery was not a single one, 
but that the indicia of this infidelity were 
brought to his mind again and again—that the 
evidences of it were multiplied month after 
month and vear after year—that the first dim sus- 
picion of a fact so dreadful crazed his mind; ex- 
cited, as it would necessarily excite, the strong- 
est emotions; and that the continuance of evi- 
dences of this character could have but one 
effect,—would sooner or later throw 
reason from her moorings and unship moral 
and intellectual responsibility altogether. Any 
declaration existing within a reasonable time 
preceding the act committed, germane to the 
general question of the accused’s mental condi- 
tion, or which tends to illustrate it, is absolute- 
ly legitimate evidence, and without its employ- 
ment the Courts would be utterly helpless tn 
the ascertainment and development of the final 
uestion. The “yd is, Was Stevens’ mind 
disturbed by the discoveries be made? And if 
disturbed, how much? Did he know before the 
homicide was committed that his wife received 
these letters? Did he know from 
whom shorot them? Did he know what they 
meant? Had he a suspicion of what they meant? 
Had he any information, reliable or unrelia- 
ble? if so, it was legitimate cvidence as tend- 
ing to show his mental condition then and there- 

ter. 


THE STATE. 

The lawyer closes his argument and sits down. 
The jurors awaken from their slumbers, and 
look to see the next move in the game. It turns 
out to be simply another nap. Stevens giances 
approvingly at his counsel. Mr. Mills, arising 
from his table piled with law-books, glances at 
the sheet covered with notes of his antagonist’s 
argument, and plunges into the discussion. 

““ We insist,”’ he begins, “ that insanity is not 
simply a thing involving a question of mental 
condition, but is afact of disease, positive and 
marked; nota question involving simply im- 
pulse or a temporary motive, intent, or act, but 
something that involves a fixed, chronic, abso- 
lute disarrangement and disease of the mental 
faculties. Asto the second proposition, can 
every declaration, no matter what it is, made by 
the prisoner before he committed the homicide 
be introduced as evidence? In ail the 
authorities, so far as we have been 
able to tuvestigate them, it is held that only 
those acts or words, or that conduct of the de- 
fendant as in themselves characterize the man 
as not sane, are admissible to prove bis condi- 
tion at the time of thefipal act of killing.”

municipal election has passed into 

history. The time for complaints and re- 
grets has also passed away. When several 
thousand voters of a party deliberately stay 
away from the polls, the presumption is that 
they desire the election of the candidate of 
the other party. Mr. Hineron, therefore, 
is to be justly considered as having been 
elected Mayor not only by a majority of the 
votes polled, but by the consent of those 
who remained away from the polls. Being 
elected, and the executive control of the 
affairs of the city being committed to him 
for the coming two. years, the present inter- 
est of the people of Chicago is as to the 
manner in which he shall administer his 
duties, 
Mr. Harrison—leaving out of view his 
politics, which are somewhat erratic—is a 
man of pure personal character, justifying 
the belief that he will not only be honest 
himself in office, but will require all others 
in office under his control to be equally hon- 
est. He is not a man of that class who seek 
office for the opportunities it affords for 
plunder ; therefore it is presumable that he 
will be no partnerin any job or scheme to 
use the City Government for private gains, 

Of course the Mayor of Chicago will be 
only one branch of the City Government. 
Mayor Hearn, during his three years in 
office, had the good fortune to be supported 
and sustained by a. majority of the City 
Council. The Conncil responded always 
to the Mayor’s efforts to reduce ex- 
penditures, to limit the number of 
officers, and to keep taxation at the 
minimum so long as the city was struggling 
with an adverse balance of debt, and was 
hampered by the necessity of issuing scrip, 
the validity of which depended on a majori- 
ty vote in acourt of seven members. The 
Mayor instituted the policy of keeping ex- 
penditure within the limit of actual or prob- 
able revenue, instead of making expenditure 
to the extent of the law, and then w&iting for 
revenue to make up the deficiency. The 
new policy persevered im during three years 
has done much to rescue ‘the city from its 
financial troubles. There is, however, one 
embarrassment that remains, The scrip ques- 
tion has been settled by the Courts. The city 
may pay its creditors in non-interest bearing 
paper,—the paper to be issu®a only against 
appropriations for which taxes are actually 
levied. As the taxes for the year cannot be 
levied before the ist of May, the city can 
issue no scrip for necessary expenditures 
from Jan. 1 until after the taxes are levied. 
It may pay out money if it have it, but, 
until a surplus of revenue can be accumu- 
lated, there is no likelihood of any money 
being in the Treasury, except to redeem out- 
standing scrip. 

The new Administration will enter office, 
and be at once encountered by a loud and 
pressing demand for several things: 
(1) Fora complete change of officers, one- 
half of whom are members of the incoming 
party. (2) A demand for liberal erx- 
penditures, and the issue of con- 
tracts to the full extent of the ap- 
propriations. (3) A large increase of the ap- 
propriations. (4) An abandonment of the 
policy of issuing scrip to only a limited 
amount of the appropriations. (5) The de- 
preciation of the value of the scrip by an in- 
crease of the amount issued, and (6) an ap- 
propriation of scrip to make good the exist- 
ing depreciation, equal to from 10 to 25 per 
cent of the whole city expenditures. (7) 
The undoing of the work on the City-Hall 
by a change of the stone, involving a total 
addition to the cost of the building of from 
$500,000 to $800,000, to appease the lobby, 
which demands the change merely for the 
money involved in it. In support of these de- 
mands a large number of the Council, and 
perhaps a majority are committed. Certainly, 
if all the Democratic Aldermen shall so vote, 
they and the Communists will be able to en- 
force all these demands by legislation. If 
the City Council is to resolve itself into a 
partisan body, which it has not been for 
three years, and the action of the majority 
is to be directed by the action of a majority 
of the caucus, and the Mayor and the City 
Government generally to be no more and no 
less than the mere official agents of the 
caucus, then it is possible that the new Ad- 
ministration will degenerate into as disrepu- 
table and as calamitous an affair as that 
which grew out of the so-called People’s 
party in 1873. The Mayor himself will, be 
powerless ; his own allegiance will be tested 
by his fidelity to the behests of caucus, dnd 
bis election as Mayor will prove a public 
misfortune. 

We know Mr. Harrison was elected as a 
Democrat, and we éxpect him to act as a 
Democrat on all party questions, but we ex- 


public corporation having great financial in- 
terests, committed to a Board of Directors of 
which he is one.

that in dealing with these qnestions he 
will need the intelligent and earnest support 
of the best people of all parties, whether in 
the Conncil or out of it. If the City Gov- 
ernment is to be a mere party Club, of which 
he is to be the official mouthpiece, then he 
will have to look to his Club exclusively for 
his support. If, however, the Government 
‘is to be a Government of the City of Chiea- 
go, then he can claim and will receive the sup- 
port of the whole people in every effort made 
by him and his associates to carry on that 
Government as economically and with as 
little sacrifice to the public in the way of 
taxation as is consistent with the mainte- 
nance of the public credit and the public 
interest. If it be true that Mr. Hanrgison 
aspires to the nomination for Governor of 
Illinois,—and as a man who has commanded 
5,000 majority in this city he may confi- 
dently do so,—then the ambition may find a 
strong encouragement under the certainty 
that if, as Mayor of Chicago, he so adminis- 
ters the office as to win the confidence 
and respect of the whole people, he may 
receive in Chicago as Democratic nominee 
for Governor a larger vote than he did two 
weeks ago for Mayor. Such acommendation 
would be of greater aid in capturing 8 State 
Convention than goimg before it with the 
name of having so conducted himself in 
office as to have forfeited the confidence

The nature of the City Government 
which is to take office in May depends there- 
fore mainly on the decision which Mr. Har-

grounds, In other words, it depends on 
whether he proposes to run the City Govern- 
ment as a mere Democratic club, or as a Gov- 
ernment of the city managed for the public 
interests.

NORTH-TOWN FRAUDS. 

In the South Town of Chicago a system- 
atio robbery of the taxpayers has been 
happily ended. Reform of the same sort 
seems to be needed in the North Town. 
Among thie billg presented for the year 
1878-’9 are those of the Supervisor, $800; 
Town Clerk, $500; and Collector, $1,500, 
and 2 per cent of the tax-collections, or 
$2,264, 

These three bills are all illegal. Since 
honesty carried the day in the South Town, 
the Supervisor's annual bills have béen less 
than $100, asarule. The law is the same 
across the river. The North Town Super- 
visor cannot lawfully earn $800 by the dis- 
charge of his duties. The Town Clerk 
would be overpaid if he got $150. The 
Collector is expressly directed to pay to the 
town all his commissions in excess of $1,500. 
Collector | proposes to keep the com- 
missions and take $1,500 besides. : 

The prevention of this fraud upon the tax- 
payers—this steal of $3,000—rests with the 
North-Town J ugtices. None of these claims 
can be paid without the vote of a majority 
of the Board of Audit, which consists of 
Supervisor Lorrus, Clerk Noyzs, aud the 
five Justices. Mr. Norrs can be relied upon 
to vote against the fraud; and it is probable 
that the Supervisor’s and Justices’ votes for 
similar allowances in the past have been due 
rather to carelesness or ignorance than to any 
intent to defraud the town. 

But carelessness and ignorance are both 
culpable in a trustee. These mem are the 
trustees of the taxpayers of the town. And 
we have a right to expect that Justices Ham- 
MILL and Rosinson, who, with Mr. Noyes, 
are the Committee of Audit, will, now that 
their attention has been called to the matter, 
report against the allowance of these illegal 
claims, and that the Board will sustain that 
report. 

No man who knowingly votes to pay un- 
lawful salaries is fit to administer the law, 
aud no North-Town Justice who fails to put 
himself upon the record against this attempt- 
ed fraud should be confirmed by the Senate. 
Official dishonesty should bar official honors. 


DANGEROUS POSSIBILITIES FOR CORRUP- 
TIO 


The annual publication of the delinquent- 
tax list-is a fraud upon the people, and in 
the case of Cook County alone it amounts to 
an annual waste of from $50,000 to $100,000, 
The practice involves a waste, whether or 
not it is utilized by officials and their friends 
for personal profit, and should be abandoned 
on that account ; but it has become especial- 
ly disreputable and obnoxious because the 
arbitrary rate fixed by law excludes competi- 


Treasurer either to show favoritism or to 
render the job profitable to himself by exact- 
ing from the newspaper printing the list a 
division of the spoils. A bill is pending in 
the Lower House of the Legislature which 
purports to abolish the publication now re- 
quired ; but, like most measures conceived 
by the present Legislature, it does not ac- 
complish but a fraction of what it pretends. 
The proposed law provides that it shall 
only be necessary to publish a general 
notice in the newspaper that an application 
is to be made at a certain term of court for 
judgment against property on whith the 
taxes remain unpaid. So far, so good. But 
then the bill provides that, after judgment 
shall have been rendered and before the sale 
of the delinquent property, notice shall be 
published of the time of such sale, which 
shall include a complete description of the 
lands and lots to be sold, names of owners, 
amount of judgment, ete. This will be as 
long and costly a publication, in the end, as 
is required by the present law. For a time 
the general notice of application for judg- 
ment may induce a good many taxpayers to 
come tothe front; but they will soon learn to 
defer payment until after the publication 
of the notice to sell, and then the 
list will be as extensive as ever. Thus, un- 
der the proposed condition of things, the 
opportunity both for spending the public 
money and for corrupt official appropriation 
of apart thereof will be as broad as it is 
now. The only remedy is to do away with 
all publication except that of a general notice 
of application for judgment and a subse- 
quent general notice of sale. Two such no- 
tices would serve every public purpose, and 
cost but a few dollars a year. 

The testimony taken in the McCrxa inves- 
tigation at Springfield reveals in part the op- 
portunities for corruption which this annual 
publication of the delinquent-tex list affords. 
Whatever personal connection County Treas- 
urer McCrea may or may not have had with 
the negotiations for last year’s publication, 
the testimony thus far leaves no room for 
doubt that one of his bondsmen, that another 
gentleman who had been intimately associat- 
ed with him socially and politically, and that 
his own brother, were cognizant of an effort 
to secure a part of the sum allowed by law 
for the benefit of somebody who was to bear no 
part of the expense incurred in printing the 
list, and was in no wise entitled to any por- 
tion of the proceeds. If we assume that 
County-Treasurer MoCrea knew nothing of 
these negotiations and was not to be a bene- 
ficiary of the proposed division of money, 
then the fact that the negotiations were car- 
ried on without his knowledge only shows 
how much easier the corruption would .be 
with the full connivance and consent of the 
official in control. Still, assuming that Coun- 
ty-Treasurer McCrea was not personally in- 
terested in the proposed division of the 
spoils, that fact did not prevent the job of 
publication being taken away from the news- 
paper for which he had previously indicated 
a preference, but which refused to pay forthe 
patronage. If, then, the law as it stands 
even enables outside parties to trade suc- 
cessfully on the awatding of the contract, 
how much more pernicious would be its 
bearings and effects if; the office of County 
Treasurer should ever happen to be occupied 
by ® man who would consent to use the 
power of selecting the advertising medium 
as @ means for his own personal profit ! 

But the possibilities of corruption, as il- 
lusirated by the evidence in the MoCnra 
case, extend beyond the immediate connec- 
tion of a County Treasurer or his friends 
with a division of the proceeds. In that 
case, it appears that riot only were men inti- 
mate with County- : 


tion for the work, and enables the County | 


newspaper as a source of profit for some- | 
body ; that not only were these persons in 
some sort of communication with Mr. McCrea 
himself; that not only was the job finally | 
taken from a certain newspaper which re- 
fused to be blackmailed; but that, subse- 
quently to all this, the scandal led to a very 
questionable and dangerous pressure upon 
the Grand Jury which undertook to examine 
into it. It appears from the testimony 
taken at. Springfield that Mr. MoCxza was 
represented by at least two professional attor- 
neys, who busied themselves in seeing and 
talking with members of the Grand Jury and 
with persons likely to appear before that body 
as witnesses. The result was a majority re- 
port relieving everybody of blame, and a 
minority report exonerating. Mr. MoCrea. 
How much the services of Mr. MoCrza’s at- 
torneys influenced this action of the Grand 
Jury itis not possible to tell; in fact, not 
even an inference as to this would be fair, 
since the attorneys in question declined to 
tell how much MoCrea paid them for their 
work, which, if known, might at least be a 
gauge of the estimate MoCrea himself 
put upon the service they had rendered. As 
the welfare of society and individual justice 
require that a Grand Jury shall examine rig- 
idly and fully into every case that properly 
comes under their investigation, and as any 
interference in the case in question was dus 
to the existence of the law out of which the 
scandal grew, we have another good reason 
why this publication of tax-lists should be 
abandoned. But the partial abandonment 
contemplated in the House bill will not se- 
cure the desired object, and such an amend- 
ment of the law will still leave extensive 
possibilities for corruption, as indicated by 
what might have happened in the MoCnrra 
case. 


THE ROMAN CATHOLIC BISHOP OF CHI- 
CAGO. 

The Roman Catholic Bishops of the Arch- 
diocese of St. Louis have been summoned 
by Archbishop Kenprick to meet at St. 
Louis during the present week to make a 
recommendation to Rome of a suitable suc- 
cessor to the late Bishop Foury. The St. 
Louis Watchman, writing from a full knowl- 
edge on the subject, says: 

**We announced last week that the Metropolitan 
of St. Louis had ordered the Rectors of the Diocese 
of Chicago, which is a see suffragan to him, to 
assemble on the occasion of the Month’s-mind of 
Bishop Fo.iry to ballot for a successor to that 
lamented Prelate. We have since scen a copy of 
the Archbishop’s letter, and can give more par- 
ticulars. His Grace not only calls upon the Rectors 
of the Diocese of Chicago to vote for their Bishop, 
but he adds that he will recommend their choice to 
the Bishops of the province at their meeting after 
Easter in this city. The reason given by our Arch- 
bishop for this extraordinary measure is the failure 
of Bishop Fo.gy to Jeave the three names, as pro- 
vided in canon law, from which a selection might 
be made, But while this omission might justify 
the proceeding, the promise of his Grace to accept 
the choice of. the priests, and to urge)its adoption 
by his suffragans, shows him to bave implicit confi- 
dence in the ability of the clergy of Chicago to 
make a good and desirable selection.” 

It willbe remembered that the clergy of 
the Chicago Diocese met some weeks ago, 
and with great unanimity recommended the 
Rev. Dr. McMuuien as their first choice, 
Father Rronpan as the second, and Father 
Conway as the third choice. These names 
will be laid before the meeting of the Bishops 
Wednesday, and the Watchman assumes that 
the recommendation will be unanimously 


given to Dr. MoMuuizy. That paper says: 

‘*Dr. McoMunien has long been a prominent 
priest of Chicago. Hecompleted his studies at the 
Propaganda in Rome nearly twenty-two years ago, 
and since that time has labored in Chicago, both as 
President of a college and as pastor of a parish. 
When Bishop FoLtry came to Chicago he set about 
remedying the evils which came from his pre- 
| deceasor’s misfortune, and his first step was to 
ascertain the extent of the alleged insubordination 
in the diocese. The priests for whom the late 
Bishop had conceived such an insane antipathy 
were sent to obscure places in the country. 
They, one and all, submitted to the order, 
and exhibited in their new flelds of labor 
the earnest zeal and capacity which had 
before endeared them to the people of Chi- 
cago. For eight years Bishop Fouieyr did with- 
out a Vicar-General, determined that he would 
know his priests before confiding to them any por- 
tion of his auchority. At the end of that time he 
called Dr. McMULLEN to his aid and proclaimed 
him Vicar-General of Chicago. But years before 
that he had called both Father McMu.iien and 
Father Roizs from their retirement and restored 
them to their former prominent positions in that 
city. When Bishop Fotzey lay on his death-bed 
he thought of none to whom he could better con- 
fide the interests of his diocese than Dr. McMuLien. 
He is a priest who has been severely tried in the 
crucible of suffering, and he has proven the pure 
gold of his character fn the ordeal. Years ago, 
before Bishop FoLey was named for the see, the 
clergy of Chicago petitioned Rome to appoint Dr. 
McMu.ien. They now have their choice. Dr, 
McMULLEN is vindicated, and Rome wi!l honor 
him. To have been a good priest under good re- 
port was a credit, but to have persevered in good- 
ness under evil report was heroic, There is to-day 
no more honored name among the priests of the 
West than Dr. McMu.Luen, and the Bishops of the 
province will place all the priests of the province 
under a lasting debt of gratitude by seconding the 
almost unanimous choice of the clergy of our 
neighboring diocese.” 

The choice of the clergy in this case will, 
probably meet the cordial approval of the 
Roman Catholic laity of the diocese. Dr. 
McMULLEN is a gentleman of rare ability, a 
ripe scholar and theologian, and a brilliant 
preacher. Though much of his theological 
education was obtained in Europe, he has al- 
ways been, as boy and man, devoted to Chicago 
and Illinois. Here he first attended school, 
and, except when absent at college or on a 
mission, he has lived in this city, andis 
familiar with the people of Chicago and of 
the other parts of the diocese. He is at 
present, Acting Administrator and Vicar- 
General, and enjoyed the unlimited confi- 
dence of the late Bishop Forxy. Under all 
these circumstances, it is reasonable to ex- 
pect that the Bishops of the diocese, all of 
whom are familiar with his ability and his 
high character, will indorse the recommenda- 
tion of the local clergy, and that in due time 
Dr. McMutxen will be appointed by the au- 


thorities at Rome. 


THE SIGNAL FOR TRUMPS. 

The social importance which the game of 
whist has acquired of late years is well illus- 
trated by the fact that Mr. Wita1am Pore (a 
Fellow of the Royal Society, by the way), 
the great modern authority, has written an 
elaborate paper, printed in the last number 
of the eminent Fortnightly Revicw under the 
sanction of the distinguished Jomn Mon.ey, 
on asingle point in the game, viz.: the sig- 
nal for trumps. Proficiency in whist-play- 
ing has long been one of the polite accom- 
plishments in English society, as weil as a 
means of protection in some of the London 
clubs ; but its recognition as a social science 
in this country is of more recent origin. 
Nevertheless the game has rapidly acquired a 
strong foothold in American circles. Whist- 
clubs have been formed in great numbers all 
over the country ; the game enjoys a license 
of respectability even from those who do not 
entirely approve of card-playing; when 
the Messrs. Apprzron were issuing 
a new edition of their cyclopedia, 
a person of no less eminence than 
Mr. 8. L. M. Bartow, of the New York Bar, 
was engaged to write the article on whist; 
it is the chief féature of ail minor social en- 


tertainments; finally, any one with society 


| pretensions or hopes might as well neglect a 
party-call nowadays as to lead from a short 
suit, or fail to return trumps to his partner, 
at the whist-table. An ignorance of the game 
of whist is fast becoming an inexcusable so- 
cial want. 

Mr. Poxz’s article in the Fortnightly is on- 
titled ‘‘Conventions at! Whist,” an English 
term inconvertible with “signals,” aa used 
by American pla His purpose is at once 
moral and scien uch as he opposes 
vigorously and intelligently all the recent in- 
novations which rest upon a preconcerted 
understanding that a certain play shall actu- 
ally and arbitrarily inform the partner of the 
desired return. Mr. Potz does not, as a mat- 
ter of course, object to the legitimacy and 
desirableness of certain rules which are well 
known to all good whist-players, such as the 
following: When a tramp is led, the 
inference of the partner is that 
the player's hand is strong in trumps, 
and trumps should be returned § at 
the first opportunity; so, when a player 
leads a king, the inference is that he has the 
ace or queen in his hand; the suit from 
which he leads first ‘by preference is nat- 
urally supposed to be his strong suit. These 
and many other similar rules are signals of 
expediency established by long practice. 
Neither does Mr. Potz condemn such varia- 
tion from the established rules as will indi- 
cate toa partner the existence of an excep- 
tional hand, and leave to his intelligence to 
put such an interpretation upon the play as 
may strengthen their natural efforts. But he 
is opposed—and we think properly—to the 
so-called “signal for trumps,” which is an 
arbitrary bid for trumps by throwing away 
in a trick a high card when the natura! play 
would be to throw a low card, neither being 
high enough to take the trick. This prac- 
tice, based upon a previous understanding 
between the two partners, doesnot appear to 
be very different in a moral or scientific 
way from an understanding that a 
partner should place the forefinger 
of his right hand on his right 
eye when he desires that diamonds shall 
be led, on his left eye when he wants hearts, 
on his right cheek for spades, and on his left 
cheek for clubs. If whist is to be the 
standard and respectable game of cards for 
American society, as it has long been in 
French and English society, it is highly de- 
sirable that preconcerted signals of this 
character be rigidly excluded; for the Amer- 
icans would quickly invent a variety of such 
signs, which, among the accepted Freema- 
sons of whist, would render the play as ob- 
vious asif the cards were spread openly 
upon the table, and at the same time would 
make the uninitiated easy victims to their 
own innocence. ‘* /nterjectio silentium im- 
perans” isanold definition of the term 
** whist,” and Mr. Poxiz conceives it to apply 
with equal force to any communication, re- 
mark, or agreement previous to the game as 
to conduct during the game. 

The objectionable *‘ signal for tramps” has 
received the approval of certain authorities 
on whist-playing, but that it is not generally 
accepted in English whist circles is evident 
from the fact that the question, ‘‘Do you 
use the trump-signal?” is always asked be- 
fore the game begins, and it is the only 
question asked. It has led, as a matter of 
fact, to other innovations equally objection- 
able, though not so generally understood. 
Thus, leading the lowest card but one, in- 
stead of the uniform practice of leading the 
lowest, as a means of indicating that the 
player has more than four cards of that suit. 
So, a variation of the usual practice of lead- 
ing ace and king is used to disclose the short- 
ness of a suit toa partner. These are men- 
tioned simply to show what a recognition 
of arbitrary and preconcerted signals may 
lead to; they could be extended under the 
ingenions manipulation of the expert card- 
player to as much of a disclosure of the 
partner’s hand as if one could read the cards 
from the back. Such a system would deprive 
the game of all its scientific merit and much 
of the pleasure to be derived from it, and it 
would rapidly descend to the level of *‘ three- 
card monte” or any other swindling device 
of the card-sharper. This is the danger of 
the ‘*‘trump-signal” as a precedent, even if 
it should be tolerated in itself and classified 
with the regular rules of the game. It is to 
be hoped that the strong ground which Mr. 
Potz has now taken against it (modifying 
somewhat the views he has previously ex- 
pressed in his little book on whist) may 
check this innovation in American whist cir- 
cles. It is certain that all passionate whist- 
players and students at the game will find 
much interest in his Fortnightly article, and 
we think also will be impressed by the 
cogeney of his reasoning. 


Sanitary science has had a new revelation in 
regard to the effect of freezing on the germs of 
yellow fever. ‘The facts in the case of the 
Piymouth go to show that no amount of freez- 
ing is sufficient to totally destroy these seeds of 
disease. In November last, at Santa Cruz, 
several deaths occurred on board the ship from 
yellow fever. She was soon after ordered to 
Bostos, where she remained all winter and up 
to the middle of March. During the winter she 
was thoroughly fumigated, disinfected, and 
frozen out, and every means known to sanitary 
science was emnployed to rid the vessel of the 
yellow-feyer germs. Everything was removed, 
and apart of the winter the vessel lay in dock 
inclosed in ice. The water in her siate-rooms 
was constantly frozen, and in March she 
went to sea with a crew that was 
entirely healthy. When 200 miles out, and 
before she had touched at any port, the unmis- 
takable fever of the tropics broke out on board, 
the first case occurring exactly where the ham- 
mock was swung when the first case appeared 
the fall before. If such thorough freezing and 
cleansing as the Plymouth was subjected to is 
insufficient to kill out yellow fever on a ship 
wintering in the byperborean climate of Massa- 
chusetts, it is foliy to expect the fever belt in 
the South, extending from the Gulf to Memphis, 
will escape a visit from Yellow Jack the coming 
summer. And possibly the disease itself may 
become so acclimated or modified that it will 
gradually pass farther and farther North, until 
a mild type of it may be as well known in Chi- 
cago as it is now in New Orleans.

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EDISON SPEAKS. 


And Pronounces the Recent Letter in the 
London Times a Mass of Misstatements. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribuire 

New York, April 12.—In reply to the letter 
sent from this city to the London Times, stating 
that Edison’s electric light was known to be a 
failure, Prof. Edison says the letter is a mass of 
misstatements, evidently made up in the inter- 
ests of ghs-men. He showed in detail how 
thoroughly incorrect were the points made in 
the letter, and declared that his electric light is 
a complete success, and can be furnished at one- 
third the cost of gas. He expects to 
tbe able to make the whole thing 
public within two months. He will 
burn 500 lights at Menio Park until 
the stockholders are perfectly satisfied. ‘he 
delay bas been the want of a perfect generator 

of electricity, and this Prof. Edison has himself 
’ added to his inventions. It bas been supposed 
that theJamps themselves would be very ex- 
pensive. They are simply a smali coil of plat- 
inum wire placed in a gias bulb. Prof. Edison 
bays they will cost, bulb, platinum, and all, not 
more than $1.50 aptece. He is making his own 
bulbs, having picked up the art from a peram- 
bulating glass-biower. 


THE INDIANS. 

The usual spring reports of Indian outrages 
begin to come in at military headquarters. The 
trouble now is along the Yellowstone and the 
Big Horn. These reports are not considered as 
indicating any gencral uprising beyond the usual 
vent which the Indian gives to his pent-up 
spirits after a lopg winter of inaction.

Paul that the previous night the Indians were 
reported to have taken all the horses in the vi- 
cinity of Countryman’s ranche, on the Yellow- 
stone, The horses taken number about thirty, 
including ali the stage stock.

THE COUNCIL. 

The organization of the Council continues to 
attract attention in unwashed circles, It was 
predicted yesterday that the Lawler-Tuley co- 
alition would never amount to anything, and 
the caucus of the night before was commented 
upon and written down an ignomipious failure, 
The proposition to allow Harrison to make up 
the committees was regarded as a sign of weak- 
ness, if not aconfession that the UVemocracy 
would be powerless in the Council, and those 
who staid away from the caucus were congratu- 
lated. McCaffrey said he was opposed to a par- 
tisan organization, and had remained away for 
that reason. He would not accept the head of 
any important committee, but thought all such 
places should be given to those who had the 
greatest property icaterest in the city, without 
regard to party, and he predicted that if 
Harrison attempted to send in a list of 
Committees arranged on any other basis, that 
he would find it diflicult to appoint and remove 
at pleasure. Others spoke equally freely of the 
partisan plan of orgaaization, and of the dan- 
gerous ground Mr. Harrison would tread upon 
in obcying the dictates of a minority cancus of 
his party, and nope of them appeared to have 
any love for tim. Lawler was among those who 
acted as if he was disgusted at the muddle tlie 
Democracy had already gotten into, but a part 
of his conduct niay be attributed to disappoint- 
ment at not being able to get suflicient follow- 
ing to make him President. 

The Republicans were naturally well pleased 
at the situation, especially at the failure of the 
Lawler-Lluley caucus; vot that they expected to 
gain avvthing by it, vut that a part of the 
scheme to annihilate Republicanism bad been 
defeated. ‘They were, as they have always been, 
in fayor of organizing on the co-operative plan, 
but since the: Democrats were powerless they 
were a little stiffer in their demands as to the 
conditions of assisting the Democrats to do 
that which they could not do alone, and will, no 
doubt, bold a caucusin afew days to consider 
the whole question of organization. They 
firmly believe that quite a number of Demo- 
crats will co-operate with them, and some have 
grown brave enough to assert that Mr. Harrison 
will have to come to them for support before 
he gets much further along. 


HAUNTING OFFICE. 

The clamor of the Democrats for place is 
unabated, and every day brings new men in the 
field for everything. Already Mr. Harrison’s 
office is stacked with petitions, but 
every person out of a_ job who 
ever voted the Democratic ticket is 
looking td him for relief. As time wears on, 
too, they are growing impatient, the howl of 
disappointment is going up in every ward, and 
the cloud may be said to be thickening about 
the head of the Mayor-elect so fast that, coup- 
ling this with his ambition and bis inward con- 
sciousness that he will make a great many mis- 
takes in his appointments, he is not the happi- 
est man in the world. ‘Lhe first mutterings of 
discontent came up from the Campaign Com- 
mittee at bis taking to himself the credit of 
winuing the late contest, but, notwithstanding, 
he continues to tickle his fancy. by repeating 
the story. And yesterday there was added to 
the mutterings a decided “kick” against his 
tendering the position of Sealer of Weights and 
Measares to Mr. Weeks. His place-hunting fol- 
lowers sav that in making this appointment he 
violated his first pledge, which was that be would 
appoint no one upon personal grounds, and, 
worse than all, he overlooked the claims of the 
needy to reward a man for imaginary services to 
himself rather than the party. ‘They say of him 
in their kindly criticism that he has the big- 
head, is being run by a few men, and these per- 
sons who never took any interest in the party 
except wher they were after an office. 

This kicking, however, is regarded as merely 
a foretaste of what is to come, and such is evi- 
dently the fact, for many of Mr. Harrison’s 
most ardent supporters are every day heard 
charging him with eygeente on or that he bas 
started out to use the party to @revate himself. 
All told, then, it would seem that Ns trouble is 
just beginning, and that every move he makes 
is shaking the party toits ‘very depths, and 
threatening to bring about a state of affairs which 
will do very little toward making him the 
assassin of Republicanism, whieh he bas so 
often boasted be would be. His firmer friends, 
however, view the situation differentiy, and are 
full of sympathy for him, but the best of them, 
looking over the timber be has to hew, are be- 
ginning to express some doubt about bis mak- 
ing *“*the best Mayor Chicago ever had.’’ 

Among the gentiemen who have been making 
efforts to secure the place of Comptroller under 
the new Administration is Mr. William J. Ona- 
han. Several bave interested themselves in bis 
candidacy, and a day or two ago a couple of 
them—prominent persons—called on Mr. Harri- 
son in relation to the matter, and stated that a 

etition was being gotteo upin Mr. Onahan’s 

ehalf, and’ requested him not to make up his 
mind about the Comptroller until this paper had 
reached him and had received -consideration 
aiong with the applicationns of others. Mr. 
Harrison’s answer to this was, “ Tell Mr. Ona- 
han to write mea polite note withdrawing his 
papers.”? This took the Committee rather aback, 
inasmuch as they bad just stated to him that 
Mr. Onahan had not sent in these papers; and 
they took their leave excessively discusted with 
the way in which they had been treated. It is out 
of this course that much of the disaffection which 
is now existing between the Democratic part 
and Mr. Harrison has grown up. He has, aceord- 
ing to geveral understarmding, ascribed to himself 
the entire credit of the recent victory, and, con- 
sequently, takes it upon himself to do just pre- 
cisely what he pleasea with the result of that 
yictory.. This course of his is worrying the 
Democratic leaders greatly, since the warfare 
and discontent which will spring out of it will 
inevitably ruin their chances for success at the 
next election.

THE JUDGES. 
The judicial election to be held in June is be- 
ginning to excite attention, and candidates are 
looming up on allsides. The Democrats, flushed 
with their victory of a few days ago, are in- 
clined to, and will, no doubt, hold a County 
Convention and puta straight ticket in the 
field, believing that they can elect whoever they 
nominate.

FIRST WARD REPUBLICANS,

[Laugnhter.| ‘“* We 
failed to find tickets, gentiemen,”’ added Mr. 
Bushnell, “and d#in’t go.” [More Jeughter. | 
Simeon W. King wrote a letter to the Commit- 
tee, in which he declined to appear. The Com- 
mittee therefore recommended that the said 
Charies L. Easton, John A. Hunter, and Simeon 
W. King be expelled from the Ciub forthwith. 

The report was adopted, with but three or 
four dissenting voices from a little crowd on 
tne left of the room, in which sat one of the 
* accused ’’—King himself.

Testimony of Miller, the Cashier—Peculiarities 
About the Jurors Summoned, 


The trial of William 8. Golsen for complicity 
in the money-order defalcation Was continued in 
the Unitea States Circuit Court yesterday at 
10:30 a. m. 

THE WORK OF GETTING A JURY 
was continued from the previous day. Burton 
Wright was challenged for cause, having served 
on the Gregg jury. Mr. Cornell, of Hyde Park, 
and Edward Wing, a real-estate dealer, were 
excused peremptorily by Col. Cameron, 

Judge Bangs, in examining the panel, took 
occadion to ask the jurymen Whether they had 
any copuection with the late whisky prosecu- 
tions. He challenged Charlies P. Beebe and 
Thomas D. Mann, both ex-saloon-keepers, per- 
emptorily. 

The following jury was accepted by both 
sides: W. R. E. Leonard, stationer; E. R. 
Hull, rubber goods; Caleb Goodwin, stationery ; 
G. J. Demarest, furniture; 8. J. Sawyer, real 
estate; J. A. Bowman, dry goods; James B. 
Waterman, no occupation; A. L. Goldsmith, 
dry goods; J. W. Dooniel, confectioner; George 
S. Moore, farmer; Patrick Ryan, no oc- 
cupation; George C. Rankin, farmer. The last 
three are the only Grangers, the rest being all 
from this city. There is something queer about 
the manner in which the person to whom the 
duty of serving the special venire was assigned 
performed his work. The venire called for 
eighteen men, and of these three had been en- 
gaged in the whisky business, two were ac- 
quaioted with the detendant Golsen, and four 
bad no occupation. It appeared also that these 
men, or many of them, were not found in 
their places of business, if indeed they 
possess avy, but were picked up in g6a- 
loous and on street-corners. As it was, 
the prosecution baving exhausted their right 
of peremptory challenge, two men who owned 
to'an acquaintauce with the defendant were in- 
cluded among the jurors. 

JUDGE BANGS 

said that this case was brought under Sec. 4,046 
of the Revised Statutes of the United States, and 
that there were six counts in the indictment. 
These he read, it being alleged in each that Ed- 
ward A. Miller conveyed and embezzled certain 
moveys. the property of the United States, and 
that Golsen particivated in the act or acts. The 
arnounts were specified in each case, 

Judge Bangs said that the case was an ex- 
tremely simple one, and the law was very clear. 
Golsen and Miller were Intimate friends, the 
former having goue on Miller’s bond himeelf, 
and afterwards procured afriend todo so. It 
would be sbown that Goisen obtained at differ- 
ent times from Miller at the Post-Office sums of 
mopvey amounting to $2,590, and that these 
monevs were derived from Lhe Post-Office funds. 
He believed it would be shown that Golsen 
kpew that the money belonged to the United 
States. He borrowed from time to time $2,500 
in all, and paid back pearly half of it. But 
this made vo difference; he was liable for 
the whole amount. ‘The Government would, 
however. have to show to the satisfaction of the 
jury that Golsen knew, or ougbt to know, that 
the money belonged to the Post-Oflice. The 
speaker believed that they could demonstrate

for the defense, claimed that Golsen was entirely 
inneoent. {t would be probably shown that Mil- 
ler wasa dcfauiter to the amount of $15,000. 
According to the statement of counsel tor the 
Government, this was to be pressed against the 
defendant as atecbnical offense, and it was held 
that even if be returned all moneys that he ever 
borrowed from Miller, he was equally guilty. 
‘The speaker wanted all the facts to be known, 
and the adjudication to be reached thereon 
in accordance with right and justice. They 
denied the borrowing, but even allowing that 
Goleen did borrow $2,500 from the fiduiciary 
agent of the Post-Oflice, and repaid bim every 
cent, thus cleansing bis hands of the whole 
transaction, it seemed stranga that Golsen 
should be charged with crime and Miller pro- 
duced as a witness. He thought if there was 
apy justice in the matter the conditions should 
be reversed. If any wrong had been done the 
guilty man could have best been reached by 
using Golsen as a witness. 

Col. Cameron said he would show that Miller 
went te Golsen with a proposition to enter into 
business with him, and said he bad certain funds 
of his own which he would put up. Golsen 
had reason to believe and did believe that 
the money was lawfully Miller’s, The Govern- 
ment must prove absolutely that the contrary 
was the case, and Usaat but for Golsen the de- 
falcation would never have occurred. He 
thought it would be shown that Miller’s defal- 
cations began in 1873, while the Government 
could not connect Golsen with Miller back of 
about December, 1877. Counsel did not be- 
lieve that a conviction could be had under 
the etatute if a citizen should obtain ten 
$10 bills from a Post-Office cashier in exchange 
for a note for $100. Yet the law read that the 
Post-Office clerk must not “‘change any monsys 
for other fands.”’ 

EDWARD A. MILLER 

was the first witness sworn for the prosecution. 
He testified that he became connected with the 
Post-Office in March, 1867 or 1508, and remained 
there until March 2, _— With the exception 
of six months of this timé he served as cashier 
of the money-order division, under Gen. Sher- 
man, Col. Eastman, Gen. McArthur, and Gen. 
Paimer. His first bondsmen were his uncle, 
Jacob Miller, and Mr. Heury Reutter, a drug- 
gist. Golsen became his bopdsmanin 1868 or 
69. and remained such until Gen. Palmer took 
office. Witness had avery slight uaintance 
with Golsen when he signed bond. 
When witness was asked for a new 
bond nnder Gen. Palmer, Golsen said bis 
affairs were in such a condition that be could 
not renew the bond, but would indemnify any 
person who would take his place. Witness fail- 
ed to obtain a new bondsman, and Golsen got 
Moritz Taussig to take his place. Witness was 
well acquainted with Golsep by this time, and 
used to play cards and take a drink with him. 
In 1877 Golsen first asked him for money. ‘The 
first conversation was had on the corner of Mon- 
roe and Dearborn streets, half a block from the 
Post-Office. Golsen said be was in danger of 
losing some property unless be could obtain 
$1,000, but witness said be had no money. 

A week or ten days later Golsen asked him 
to cash a check and carry ita few days. Wit- 
ness consented. It was possible that Golsen 
promised to take care of it the next day. He 
said that witness must not let it go through the 
Clearing-House, as it might be returned pro- 
tested. Witness gave Golsen $160 out of the 
monev-order money in exchange for his check. 
After that, almost every week until witness left 
the office they had transactions of this chd@r- 
acter. Golsev saw witness take the $160 out of 
the money-order drawer,—must have seen him 
do so. He obtained in al! some $5,000 from wit- 
ness. all out of Post-Office funds. Of this amount 
all but $1,200 to $1,300 was returned. This sum 
was badfrom time to time, and Golsen gave 
witness checks .in settlement. Two of these 
were for $550 each, and the rest were small. 
The checks which were not paid witness 

RETURNED TO GOLSEN, 
Sunday evening, March 31, 1578, in the German 
Yheatre. Witness went there to see Golsen 
about the defalcation, and Golsen asked the 
amount of it, saying be would see witness 
through. Having returned the checks they 
went off and took a drink. 

Witness gave a detailed account of how the 
money was obtaived. Golsen sent notes to 
witness by bis son, oy Mr. Taussig, and others, 
and inclosing his check vn the Merchants’ Sav- 
ings, Loan & Trust Company, payable to the 
order of witness. In reply to Judge Bangs 
witness said that he did not have any conversa- 
tion with Golsen about not liking to let him 
have the money. Sometime in 1877, however, 
witness learned that an investigation of his cash 
was tobe made. He told Golsen of this, and 
advised him to take up ome of the $550 checks 
in the drawer. He did not do so, and witness 
‘*‘ covered it up.” The investigation was made 
by Gen. Harrison. Witness said that there was 
not at any time any conversation between him 
and Golsen about where the money came from. 
But on one occasion, when witness said he had 
po money, Golsen asked him if he did not get a 
good salary. He replied that he did, but had 
not saved anv money. 

Coming down to the few days which elapsed 
between his leaving the Post-Office and turning 
the checks over to Golsen, witness said that 
from March 28 to 31, 1878, these checks, and a 
number of slips or due-bilis given by Capt. 
Gregg, remained in the Post-Office safe. Gregg 
and witness opened the safe on Sunday after- 
noon, and separated the papers. On the Mon- 
day follo witness met Golsen and Capt. 
Gregg in Judge Wilkizson’s office and 
over the defalcation. Witness said he 
do nothing, and Golsem said that Taussig owed

In Canada witness went by 
the name of McAllister. 

Judge Bangs offered in evidence certain tele- 
grams received by Miller in Canada. Col. Cam- 
eron objected and carried his point. He admit- 
ted the handwriting of a number of letters 
written by Golsen to Miller in Canada, and of- 
fered to allow of their introduction provided all 
were putin. The matter went over temporarily 
and the examination was resumed. Witness said 
that since his return from Canada he bad 
met Golsen perhaps half a dozentimes. On 
ove of these occasions Golsen proposed to de- 
vote a bond of “ Buffalo” Miller’s for $2,500, 
which could be realized within ninety days, to 
clearing up |. shortage. Gregg said he could 
raise $5,000 ii be remained in the office. Wit- 
bess proposed that each of the three should 
raise $5,000, Lut Goisen said he could pot do it, 
at leastat thattime. Subsequently the three 
met Mr. O’Brien, who advised that they try 
what they could do to settle the matter as the 
Government cared only to get the money. 
Nothing came of this interview and no mopey 
was raised. 

Atthis point an adjournment was had for 
lunch, Judge Blodgett warning the jurors not 
to discuss the case or listen to any one in re- 
gard to it. 

At the reassembling of the Court Judge Bangs 
read the let:ers addressed by Golsen to Miller 
in Canada. In one of these Golsen inclosed $20, 
and expressed his warmest friendship for Miller. 
He deplored his inability to raise money, and 
encouraged Millerto hove thata settlement 
might be reached. The letters were addressed 
* Friend Ed” and signed * Yours very truly, 
Wiliam 8. Golsen.” They were mailed in June 
and July of last year, and were all of the same 
general tenor. 

‘The letters were identified by Miller as having 
been received by him at Montreal. 

Col. C. 8. Cameron then took Miller in hand 
and cross-questioned him at great length, with- 
out bringing out anything of interest. Finally 
Judge Blodgett announced that an adjournment 
would be taken until Monday morning at 10 
o’clock, and that Col. Cameron, who had occu- 
pied the entire afternoon with the one witness, 
would have ten minutes in which to complete 
the examination, -

It is a well-known fact that three-fourths of 
the water supplied to consumersin this city, 
and in all cities, is wasted through carelessneas, 
leaky pipes, bad plumbing, and open faucets.

A meter must be mechapical- 
ly perfect; a perfect register; certain and posi- 
tive in its motion; without a dead centre and a 
disposition to stop; without the ineffectual ex- 
pedients of tumbling-bobs, cranks, compensat- 
ing valves and tubes, and elastic springs. It 
will be seen at once that a machine of such 
peculiar and delicate essentials is not easily ob- 
tained atasmali expense.

of putting up a new i edifice that 
will do credit to himself and make a handsome 
addition to his adjoining property,known as the 
Mitchell Building. Several weeks ago a propo- 
sition was submitted to the members of the 
Board by Mr. Mitchell to provide suitable quar- 
ters in the proposed new structure, on condition 
that a lease would be taken for twenty-one 
years at an annual rental of The ac- 
ceptance of this proposition was voted with 
but few dissentifig voices. Then plans 
were ordered on exhibition for approval 
or rejection by the members. This gave a large 
number who are opposed to the present up- 
stairs guaran to make a rally against Mr. 
Mitchell’s scheme. He pro that the new 
Chamber of Commerce should be on the 
second floor. Tney objected, and made a vigor- 
ous personal canvass that resulted in securing 
as supporters a decided majurity of the 
active members. The architect, Mr. Mix, 
then prepared a new plan, which reduced the 
size of the proposed building twenty feet on 
the south, and converted the space so vacated 
into an alley roadway for the purpose of insur- 
ing a full supply of light on three sides, as we!l 
as more tlforough ventilation. After this plan 
had been prepared and submitted a resolution 
was introduced accepting it and rais- 
ing the rental $1,000 per anvum. But 
even this did not suit the object- 
ors. They numbered among them one party 
who had a piece of ground a square away, which 
would answer asa suitable site; alsoa strong 
party of West Siders who favored the location 
of the Chamber in that part of the city, and 
looked upon John Plankinton Esq., as their 
money patron in case the scheme founda favor.

The secret of the strength of the opposition 
to Mr. Mitchell’s plan lies in the fact 
that the treasury of the Chamber of 
Commerce contains $40,000; which has been 
hoarded with the especial objectin view of 
erecting a handsome Bxchange some day on the 
joint-stock plan. It is now proposed by them 
that the Mitchell scheme be abandoned alto- 
gether; that either the present site or that 
owned by Robert Eliot, at the corner of Mil- 
waukee and Michigan streets, be purchased, 
and that a building be erected to contain 
only the Chamber of Commerce hall and offices 
suitable for commission firms. All this can be 
done for $300,000, they say, and of that sum 
$40,000 is now in the treasury. The balance can 
either be raised by subscriptions to the capital 
stock, or by Joan upon the property. At any 
rate, the edifice can erected and 
be under the sole control -of: the Cham- 
ber of Commerce body, while the interest 
upon the capital borrowed need not prove 
a burden. The intimate friends of Mr. Mitchell 
state that he cares little what these malcontents 
do. If they wish bim to put up a building for 
them, be will do so, although he knows he can 
never realize afair vercentage upon the invest- 
ment, and must therefore, as a matter of course, 
suffer loss.

Landlord and Tenant. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cnicaco, April 12.—Your correspondent 
‘“* A,” who, in last Friday’s issue of Tur Trin- 
UNE, calls attention to the legisiation lately 
proposed at Springfield referring to the Land- 
lord and Tenant act, characterized ft as a move 
‘in the interests ‘‘of tenants who pay no rept,” 
and adds that the law now is simple, effective, 
and just. 

Evidently the proposed legislaing is misun- 
derstood by ‘“A,”’ and his acquaintance with 
the practical workings of the present law not 
very extensive. Those laws do not give the 
landlord possession from a non-paying tenant, 
simply because of the constrution placed upon 
them by one of the Judges of the Circuit Court, 
whereby when an appeal is taken, by filing the 
bond in the Court to which it is prayed and the 
issuing of a supersedeas therefrom, under Sec. 
65 of the Justices’ act, the effect of the Statute 
of 1877, by which immediate possession was in- 
tended to be given, when the landlord filed a 
bond within five days after the rendition of 
jindgment in his favor, is entireiy paralyzed. 
‘For illustration: the landlord obtaims judgment 
of restitution, and files his bond before the Jus- 
tice; the tenant appeals, and files his bond in 
the Circuit Court. A writ’of supersedeas issues 
therefrom, commanding the Justice to 
stay all further proceedings. He does 
so, and, therefore, the immediate writ 
of restitution contemplated by the 
act of 1877 is summarily stayed. The difficulty 
is that, when the statute was passed, the sec- 
tions of the Justice act were not cousidered by 
the framer of the bil! in connection with his pro- 
posed enactment.

Why Women Should Read Newspapers. 
To the Editor of The Tribune, 

Cu1caao, April 12.—It has long been a matter 
of earnest speculation to me why it is that wom- 
en as a general rule do not take a more para- 
mount interest in the newspapers of the day? 
From observation I have found that very few, in 
proportion to the great number of women, read 
the newspapers with the idea of gaining any real 
practical information therefrom. Usually they 
glance hastily over|the local matter, unless per- 
chance there is an élaborate description of some 
fashionable. wedding or some other item of equal 


im portance. 

There is probably no class of literature from 
whence s» more general amount of knowledge 
may be obtaiued|than the newspaper periodical, 
and there is no class of literature tnat has stood 
so firm!v under all: the hailstorms of virulence 


and abuse. 


The statement has often been made that no 


woman who desires to keep her soul spoticss 
and unsullie® ought to read the newspaper; 
this bas been fhe hue and cry raging for years 
against the introduction of the paper in the 
family circle. -_ 

Many say: *I will not allow the members of 
my family to have free access to the paper, for 
their morals would become corrupted.”’ Very 
good; but will not the knowledge gained by the 
perusal of some good family pewspaper more 
than compensate for the few scandals that for 
the well-being of society must occasionally ap- 
pear? And, moreover, ve mothers, is it not 
better, for the moral welfare of your children, 
that their appetites should be trained to crave 
for a better class of literature, instead of the 
false and pernicious stuff which ye place in 
their hands? 

Not long since I was conversing with a wom- 
an whom the world calis smart, and who is the 
mother of severa! bright boys whose ages range 
from 11 years to 2. asked her what she 
thought of the Zulu War. She replied that she 
did not know there was such a war. After the 
lapse of afew moments | asked her if she had 
seen Bob Burdette’s last letter in Tue TRIBUNE. 
‘* No,” said she, *‘ I did not.” 1 rarely read the 
newspapers. I don’t care for such things, and, 
in fact, never did.’’ lsoon discovered that her 
boys’ opinions coincided with her own on “‘such 
things.’’ For them the *‘ Mystery ot the Thumb- 
less-Hand,” or the blood-curdling adventures.of 
some satanicheros had more charms tban the 
tame events chronicled in the newspaper. 

Many mothers say that it is mucn better for 
children to read trashy literature than bone at 
all. Idoubt it. I have long studied human 
pature as it exists in children. I have watched 
those who have been reared under the influence 
of newspaper literature, trashy literature, and 
no literature atail, and I can safely maitain 
that with few exceptions those who have been in 
the babit of reading good papers and hearing 
the general news of the day discussed in the 
family cirele bave now become intelligent men 
and women, while those who have been addicted 
tothe perusal of sentimental, trashy literature 
have arrived at manhood and womanhood, in- 
wardly, if not outwardly, bankrupt in morals. 
Many have remarked upon the sentimental look 
engraved upon the countenances of a large 
nuinber of our girls and boys. The habitual 
reader of sentimental nousense can po more 
disguise his taste for the poisonous rubbish 
than the confirmed inebriats can hide his taste 
for liquors. 

Some may think that I am too severe; but re- 
ly upon it, the day will come when the people 
of this country will awakeo to the wrong they

| practical, healthy, and entertaining matter to 


be found in our higbest class of newspavers. 

lf we desire pure patriots, better politicians, 
and last. but not least, those rulersof the nation, 
high-minded editors, we must commence by in- 
structing the youth in the affairs of the nation. 
And this is the duty of the mother, who ought 
to take an interest in everything relating to the 
intellectual and moral welfare of her children. 
It is the duty of every woman to know 
something of the political condition of 
the affairs of her country. To do 
this sbe need not necessarily be an 
adherent of the Waman’s Rights League, or any 
other unwomanly itacrue. There are many no- 
ble and instructive |speeches delivered in Con- 
gress by men of each party, and how many of 
the women of this country know anything per- 
taining thereto? The majority find it much 
more interesting and edifying to read of the no- 
bie aspirations and heroic strnggles of some fic- 
titious hero or heroine than the true deeds of 
valor and heroism so often depicted in our 
newspapers, and usually written in as elegant 
and touching language as will be foundin any 
sentimental work. 

Man is not made for the newspaper, but the 
newspaper is made for mean; as map then be- 
comes more ,refined~and cultivated, the same 
upward change will be observed in the paper, 
for the latter is but the mirror in which the na- 
tion beholds its chief characteristics, whethet 
good or bad, represented. 

The more a man is placed under the influence 
of an intelligent, high-souled woman. the sooner 
will his grosscr traits disaopear. If a woman is 
derraded and illiterate, she generally draws him 
down to the same level; but, if she is noble and 
incelligent, how quickly does he catch the in- 
spiration her presence gives. If her means are 
limited, in what better way can she become 
possessed of intelligent ideas than by reading 
the newspapers. ‘ihe influence of woman is felt 
in all civilized countries, and especially is it felt 
in this.

And a great number might truthfully exclaim, 
‘* Had it not been for my wife] might now be 
bigh in office !’’ so little interest do Some women 
take in the advancement of their husbands. 

There are a few bigoted men who, to use their 
own elegant expression, think that ** women 
bave no business to meddle with politics.” 

fnevy have just the same right as the men to ex- 
press ap opinion of and take an interest in what- 
ever concerns the Government; many a man 
has had just cause to bless the sound judgment 
of bis wife in some political problem. She often 
sees intuitively with unerrin: inostinct into that 
which it would take a much longer time for his 
mind to grasp. lthink the men are somewhat 
to blame tor the mannerin which they almost 
universaliy conduct their conversations. When 
talking among themselves their topics are gen- 
erally sensible and interesting; but let lady 
approach and behold these lords of: 
creation immediately § straighten them- 
selves up, assume a look of (grave 
martyrdom, and either make scme brilliant re- 
marks in regard to the state of the weather, 
the theatre, the last party, or else subside into 
idiocy. A truly cultivated woman does not 
wish to be excluded from the conversation per- 
taining to national affairs usuaily indulged iu 
by the gentlemen. But what can she do! No 
woman desires, for the benefit of the sterner 
sex, to incase ber head in a box bearing the in- 
scription: *‘I read the pavers, and gain as much 
valuable information from them as you.”’ 

A large proportion of women are naturally 
endowed with a great vivacity of temperament, 
enbanced bya keen sense of the ridiculous; 
aud nowbere but in the pewspaper can she find 
80 extensive and varied a field of real humorous 
and witty productions; anecdotes of our 
greatest men abound. Nothing that merits at- 
tention seems to escape the kcen-eved editor.

Governments Steady---Small Of- 
ferings of Foreign Ex- 
change. 


Heavy Western Remittances to 
New York---The Stock 
Market.

Wheat Strengthened by Kansas News—

FINANCIAL. 


Business in Governments was confined almost 
entirely to the 4 per cents. Purchasers are 
mostly small investors. Prices were steady, 
and the 4 per cents were quoted firm at 9994. 
The 6s of 1881 declined 14, to 1059¢, the 10-40s 
advanced 34, to 100%, anmcthe pew 5s of 1881 
4g, to 1043. The call Secretary Sherman has 
issued for $10,000,000 10-40s was in pursuance 
of his plan making future sales of 4 per cents 
less favorable than those that have been already 
made. The call is against 4 per cents to be sold. 
The Secretary is understood to have decided to 
snorcen the credit that has been allowed to sub- 
scribers for the 4 percents. Thisis now ninety 
days, and it will be shortened to sixty or thirty 
days. Double interest will be saved to the 
Government by the amount of the shortening 
of time. [If the Secretary should not sell 
enough 4 per eents, or $10 certificates, to re- 
deem the 10-40s now called in, he will be able 
to pay for them out of his abundant resources 
in the Treasury., The New York Journal of 
Commerce makes this suggestion, the weak 
point of which is that the holders of 10-40s can 
not be eompelled to take 4 per centsin ex- 
change for their 5 per cents, and the Treasury 
cannot afford to pay off the 1040s, or any 
large proportion of them in cash: 

It is suggested as acourse which Mr. Sherman 
can porsue in refunding 10-408 so as notto pay 
double interest, that be issue a circular notifying 
holders of 10-40 bonds that he wil! exchange them 
for 48 and allow ninety days’ interest on the 
surrendered bonds. In this way speculative sub- 
scriptions for the 48 wonld be stopped and 
there would be an even excha:ge of bond for bond. 
The Treasury would save the commission hereto- 
fore paid on subscriptions to the 4s, and refund- 


ing would goon in such a way as notto interfere 
with the business interests of the country. 


In addition to shortening the credit to sixty 
or thirty days, Secretary Sherman wil! probably 
reduce the commission allowed to}¢ of 1 per 
cent, the same as thaton the $10 certificates. 
The certificates are now selling at the rate of 
$1,000,000 a week. The Public wants to know 
what Secretary Sherman will doif the sales of 
the $10 certificates keep uv after all the 10-40 
bonds have been redeemed. There wil) then be 
no more bonds to be redeemed until 1881. If 
legal-tenders continue to run invo the certifi- 
cates, can they be reissued? If bank circula- 
tion has been meanwhile taken out to fill the 
gap, there will bea dangerous ioflation if the 
legai-tenders are put out again. Can the Secre- 
tary stop the sale of the certificates? 

There is a moderate supply of sterling bills 
here, and the shipping movement to the conti- 
nent is very small. In Chicago sterling grain 
bills were 484, and French bills were 52144. The 
actual Chicago rates for sterling were 486@488. 
In New York the actual rates were 486 and 
4873{. The postal rates for sterling were 4864¢ 
and 48844. French bankers’ bills were 51734 
and 515. 

Copsols advanced to the unprecedented price 
of 98 1-16, but afterwards reacted to 97 15-16. 

At the Chicago banks the most marked feat- 
ure ef business is the heavy current of remit- 
tances to New York. The orders for New York 
exchange are considerably tn excess of the local 
supply, and currency is being shippedxjo meet 
them. Some of the banks report larger country 
orders for currency, but this is pot general. 
Applications for discount are moderate. Rates 
are 5@7 per cent on call; 7(@S8 per cent.is the 
current rate for time loans, with some small 
transactions at 8(@10 per cent.

A new and interesting question has come up 
in banking circles about what is proper payment 
of notes drawn “payable in exchange on New 
York.’? Some of the banks bave refused to 
take in payment signt drafts on New York 
drawn by the makers of such notes; others have 
refused tatake legai-tenders. In one case a 
bank to Which such a note was payable 
declined to receive any exchange on New York 
except that drawn by itself. This is cenerally 
regarded as an extreme view. The bankers who 
decline to recetve individual or firm drafts as 
“exchange on New York” would be content 
with drafts drawn by any member of the Clear- 
ing-House. Itis possible the question may go 
to the courts for judicial settlement. The issue 
will be made between the banks who claim that 
the words “exchange on New York” mean 
only bank-drafts of undoubted goodness, and 
the business men who insist that “‘exchange on 
New York” includes shippers’ drafts. These 
notes *payable in New York exchange” are a 
new invention, the purpose of which was to 
get around the charges on New York exchange 
recently adopted by the Clearing-House banks. 
Perhaps the most important point about these 
notes is that it is denied by some of the best 
authorities that they are negotiable paper. 
They are according to this view only contracts 
to pay certain sums in New York exchange. If 
this view be correct, the holders of these notes 
hold them subject to all the equities between 
the uriginal parties or indorsers preceding them- 
selves. 

In stocks, the points of special interest were 
the rise in Kansas Pacific-and Wabasnb, and the 
decline in the Southwestern roads, notably St. 
Joe preterred. Wabash went up from 18% to 
208%, on the statement that Cyrus W. Field and 
Solon Humphrey had bought Commodore Gar- 
rison’s interest in the road. The clos- 
ing price was 2044. The Kansas City 
roads were all _ affected €unfavorably 
by the disruption of the Southwestern pool. 
Alton suffered the least; only 500 shares were 
sold in New York, and the price was held at 
7544. The “war” will give the pew extension 
of the Alton a splendid advertisement. There 
were no “ticker”? quotations of St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City & Northern common; the preferred 
sold down to 308{; St. Joe common closed at 
143g, and the preferred, of which there were 
large sales, including 2,000 shares sold by Chi- 
cago parties, broke from 4234 to 4044, but recov- 
ered at the close to4l.

There 
were bo important advices ‘rom Liverpool, ex- 
cept private intimations of a firm feeling in 
wheat, but the receipts of grain and bogs here 
were light, and the above noted reports about 
Kansas prospects caused a firm tone in bread- 
stuffs, while provisions sold up in spite of 
slightly lower quotations on hogs. : 

The dry-goods market was without new feat- 
ures. There was a weli-sustained activity in 
the city and country demand, and sales reached 
a large aggregate, prices continuing firm. Gro- 
ceries were active and unchanged. There was a 
firm market for all of the leading staples; in- 
deed, none of the articles in the list showed posi- 
tive weakness. Butterremains dull, with prices 


| were steady. Seeds were in better request and 


were uniformly well sustained. There was a 
fair movement in lake and saltwater cured fish, 
at about steady prices. Oils, paints, and colors 
were in good demand, and were quoted as be- 
fore, turpentine being very firm. Leather re- 
mains dull and firm. ‘The coal-market was re- 
ported dull. Prices were nominally unchanged, 
through there was more or less shading all 
around.

irom witness that he knew nothiug of the work- 
ings of medical colleges in geperal; witness bad 
never been a medical instructor in an Institu- 
tion of learning. He had corresponded with 
medical Professors from cities other than Chi- 
cago, and had corresponded with Dr. J. 8. 
Mitchell, of the Chicago Homeopathic College. 
He had talked with Dr. Danforth (who had re- 
cecentiy moved to Milwauke@) about the affairs 
at Hahnemann, but had never met him till he 
met him at Milwaukee. Witness had never 
read any of Dr. Sherman’s letters from Dr. 
Hoyne without Dr. Sherman's _permis- 
sion. Witness had heard that Dr., Sher- 
man had said that he, Sherman had 
handed the witness one of the letters 
inadvertently. Witness bad read and com- 
} mented upon that letter in Dr, Saerman’s pres- 
ence, and there was nothing said at that time 
about the letter being the wrong one. I the 
opinion of witness, Urs. Sherman and Schloe- 
milch were reputable men and competent physi- 
cians. He had never had his toes stepped upon 
by Dr. John; knew nothing about Dr. John’s 
ability except what ne had gethered from the 
statements which he had madeto the Medical 
Society in describing noticeable eases of disease. 
Witness was President of the Milwaukee Medical 
Society, and Dr. Hinz was a member thereof. 
Dr. Hinz was Health Officer of the South 
Side of Milwaukee, and was elected by the 
Board of Supervisors of the County of Mil- 
waukee; . 

in reply to the Board, witness stated that Dr. 
Hinz had practiced at Milwaukee about five 
years; that the medical socicty of which witness 
was President was called the ‘“ Milwaukee 
Academy of Medicine”; and that Dr. Jona 
had quite an extensive practice and Wr. Hinz 
one Ol nO mean proportions. ‘the latter’s prac- 
tice was principally among the Poles, and wit- 
ness regarded him as an iiliterate man. Wit- 
bess’ opinion was that no man was qualified to 
practice medicine who had not fulfilled the re- 
quirements of medical colleges and the State 
board, and he did not regard Hinz or John as 
— men. 

After the conclusion of Dr. Rosenberg’s tes- 
timuny the Board adjourned for dinner. 

DR. W. H. WOODYAT 
was the first witness put on the gtand in the 
afternoon. He testified that he \knew Mrs. 
Sarah C. Harris, who graduated at \he Habne- 
mann Medical College this year. She) made ap- 
plication for admission tothe Chicaro Home- 
opatbic College,—wanted to become a member of 
the senior class and graduate after taking one 
course of lectures. Her application was re- 
pay because the rule of the State Board of 
lealth was very clear and distinct and unmis- 
takable on that point; that if that resolution 
with which she was familiar, were complied 
with, she could see berseif that she was 
not 4 comnpetent person to enter 
the graduating class. She said =s it 
was necessary for her to get through as quickly 
as possible on account of an ailliction of ber 
eyes. She said she had attended some lectures 
on medical subjects in 1849 or 1550, at Middle- 
bury, O., delivered by a doctor; that she had 
practiced for years. and based her application 
upon ber knowledge gained in that way. The 
jectures were delivered before a ladies’ seminary. 
He saw her soon after she bad matriculated at 

Hahnemann Covilege, and she said she hoped to 

gain ber point there. He asked her if she was 

to be graduated there. She said she hoped to,— 
that she hoped to get the influence oi the Vean 
(Dr. R. Ludlam). who was also a member of the 
State Board of Health. 

DR. J. 8. MITCHELL, 

President of the Chicago Homeopathic Medical 
College, testified that he had never seen Mrs. 
Harris, bat haa received a letter from her max- 
ing application to atteud one course of lectures, 
—enter the advanced class, and, if qualified at 
the end of the term, to get a diploma. This was 
contrary to the rule of the-State Board, and he 
did not submit the application to the Faculty. 
She stated that, twenty-nine years ago, she had 
passed through a thorough ceurse of physiology 
and hygiene with a view to lecturing ‘to ladies, 
and she had lectured. Every reputable college 
required a two years’ course. He knew of none 
except Hahnemann that had not done so. He 
Knew W. A. Whippy, of Goshen, Ind. He ap- 
plied for admission to the Chicago Homeopathic 
College, desiring to graduate aiter a single 
course, but was not admitted, as he presented 
bo evidence of previous study. Witness learned 
afterwards that be had matriculated Jan. 27 at 
Hiahnemann, graduated Feb. 28 (ten days being 
required for the examinations) and got an ad 
eundem degree. A great many colleges bad a 
spring course of six weeks, or the whole interval 
between the regular courses, but repyutabie coi- 
leges did not count it. He understood by “* two 
courses ’ two winter courses. 

Mr. Pratt asked if he knew of any other simi- 
lar cases. 

Witness said he knew of half a dozen cases 
that bappened before the State Boara rule was 
adopted. 

On the cross-examination, witness said be was 


and perfect harmony did not prevail between 
himself and the Facylty.

This ended the case of the complainants. 
DR. w. C. BARKER, ~ 
of Waukegan, was callea oh behalf of the col- 
lege. He said he was familiar with the institu- 
tion since its organization. The reputation of 
the colleve was good—very good. He had never 
heard it spoken of derogatorily until the other 
institution was started. He had heard two of 
the Faculty ot the Chicago Homeopathic Med- 
ieai College (Looker aud Kippax) speak in that 
way of Hahnemann.

DR. A. E. SMALL 
testified he had been connected for seven years 
with ahomeopatbic coliege in Philadeipbia,— 
the first one established,—and since with Hahne- 
mann. Its requirements, so far as he knew, did 
not differ from those of other coileges. tiahue- 
mann Faculty considered an equivalent of a 
course of lectures was the reputable practice of 
medicine for five years, certified to by two phy- 
sicians. If one furnisned evidence. thereof 
he could enter the higher class. 
He could also do 80 after 
a pupilage of three years, or attending one 
course of lectures. He never knew oi the regu- 
jation of the State Board requiring tw6 courses 
of lectures before graduation. He thought 
Whippy was matriculated in November. He 
was not graduated, but received the ad eundem 
degree. Whippy bad been a physician ior 
twelve years, and bada certificate of gradua- 
tion in the three principal branches of medicine. 
Hahnemann had followed the custom of all the 
colleges,—admitted qualified persuns to the 
senior class. The eauivaients would be aban- 
doned if the State Board so oraered, and the 
coliege would require in ail cases 
two full courses of lectures. He 
had no knowledge of the proposition of 
Hahnemann to Dr. John, of Milwaukee, that, if 
he came down with $55 and passed an examina- 
tion, he could get a diploma. The proposition 
to get a dipioma for him originated with some 
friends, and they were told if be was an edu-

She 
produced letters and certificates from reputable 
physicians. To the name of one of them, how- 
ever, “M. D.” had been added in pencil 
by some one other than the writer. 
His understanding was that she was 
admitted on one course and practice. She 
was an educated and an accomplished lady. 
Whippy had practiced, to his knowledge, ten or 
eleven years. Hereceiyed the ad eundem de- 
gree after undergoing a practical examination. 
It was conferred upon those considered worthy 
—an honorary degree; but it gaye power and 
Romepe to practice medicine. Jobn did not grad- 
uate. 7 

Witness hadn’t some letters which the com- 
plainants wanted, and it came out that be had 
telegraphed Dr. Sherman, of Milwaukee, not to 
give them up “for the present.’”? But witness 
said he had no objection to their production. 

Mr. Pratt claimed that they showed as plain a 
case of diploma-sellipg as ever occurred, and he 
desired it stipulated that they should be for- 
warded to the Board. 

This was agreed to, 

SEVERAL LETTERS 
were read, in one of which had been fnclosed a 
check for $55. One, dated Feb. 20, said John 
would pe down the next day to be examined, 
and it was hoped he would geta diplomaif he 
came up to the standard of the college. 

On the cross, witness said the $55 was the fee 
for admission to the lectures. ‘Ihe agreement 
was to return the money if he did not graduate.

‘There was nochange in the 
requirements of the collegeon account of it. 
‘The idea of it was believed to be to cut off col- 
leges that gave diplomas without avy lectures. 
lts charter gave Haiwemann power to cooler 
ad eundem degrees without examination or 
reference to qualifications. 

Witness said Mrs. Harris did not receive an 
ad eundem. As to Whippy, there was no evi- 
dence that he bad previous medical knowledge, 
except his own word.’ Hesaid be had not ap- 
plied to the Chicago Homeopathic Medical 
College. Mrs. Harris was accepted on 
the understanding that she had attended a 
course of lectures in a medical college. She did 
not say she had been rejected by the Chicago 
College for not having done so. He didn’t know 
whether the four cases were fair samples of the 
care exercised. 

This closed the case of the college.

BURGLARY. 


Daly, Henrotin & Co. 
Burglars continue to make good hauls in all 
parts of the city. They are no respecters of 
persons, and Friday night proved it by robbing 
the store of the Chairman of the Police Com- 
mitter, Ald. Daly, doing a millinery business at 
Nos. 144 and 146 Wabash avenue under the firm 
name of Daly, Henrotin & Co. Entrance was 
gained ina very shrewd manner, showing the 
job bad been thoroughly planned before they 
attempted to carry it into execution. A pew 
building is in process of erection next door 
south to the store. And after selecting a place 
under the sidewaik of this new  build- 
ing, where they could dig through 
the brick party wall dividing the space 
under the sidewalk, they broke open 
the workmen’s shed standing upon the street, 
and helped themselves to such tools as they 
needed iu removing the brick. They then made 
ahole about three feet square, by lifting out 
the bricks separately. This gare access first to 
the coal hole, and thence to the basement of the 
millinery store. By prying open a 
small frame door, entrance was ef- 
fected to the store floor, and upon 
reaching there they coolly lit the gas and 
leisurely helped themselves to a large quantity 


of millinery, velvet, laces, Brussels net silks 


and ribbons. Most of these goods were upon 


shelves right near the front windows. In the 
rear of the storeis the office. The burglars 


made ineffectial attempts to pry open two 


safes, and also a large vanit door, but only 


partially succeeded. ‘They pried, open every 


compartment in the desks, and read and ran- 
eacked ali the papers, checks, and other docu- 
ments, leaying them all carefully arranged in 
piles upon the desks. ‘The firm estimate their 
loss at about $400. It seems curious that the 
burgiars could remain so long undisturbed in 
the store, as it is closely watched by the city 
police, and also by Pinkerton’s preventive watch.

AN EXCITING COLLISION. 

An exciting collision occurred on the Lumber 
Market yesterday afternoon at 8 o’clock, and 
came very near resulting disastrously to the ves- 
sels engaged in it, and particularly so to the 
tug Protection, which had been put in readincss 
for a trip to Carlton, and q-steam-pump placed 
on beard for the purpose of getting the schooner 
Ironsides off the beach at that point. The Pro- 
tection backed out from the coal-dock, near the 
foot of North Franklin street, just as tbe tug 
Van Schaick came down the river with the schoon- 
er Lumberman in tow. As the Protection neared 
the middle of the stream and was about to cross 
the Van Schaick’s bows, her engine stopped on 
the centre, and the last-named tug, which was 
going along rapidly at the moment, struck her 
on the port quarter, tearing away a portion of 
her wearing-piece and very nearly careening her 
over. In an instant after the Van Schaick 
struck the Protection the schooner bore down 
on the latter and knocked her pvilot-house out 
of place, and damaged it badly, and upset the 
smoke-stack. The Lumberman had her 
bob-stays, and martingale-stays, and 
figure-head carried away. The Captain 
of the. Van Schaick gave tthe signal 
to the engineer to shut down just before the 
collision occurred, but did not attempt to re- 
verse, and wisely let his boat go ahead. Had 
he done otherwise, the result would probably 
haye been more serious ali around. It was im- 
possible for the Protection to get out of the 
way, under the circumstances, but it is said sbe 
did not have a licensed man in charge of and on 
board of her at the time, Capt. J. L. Higgie, of 
the Vessel-Owners’ Towing Company, to which 
both tugs belong, having temporarily taken 
her in hand for the purpose of moving her from 
the north side of the river to the foot of Frank- 
lin street. The wrecked pilot-house was set in 
place again and temporarily repaired, and the 
damaged smoke-stack was fixed so that the tug 
was evabled to leave port at 5 o’clock last even- 
ing to go to the relief of the stranded Ironsides. 
Capt. William Kelley was placed in command of 
ber, and Mr. Risley went along to attend to the 
steam-pumD. 

The Van Schaick was not injured by the 
collision, baving struck stem on. She was 
going pretty fast, too fast for that 
part of the iver, where’ vessels 
and tugs are generally numerous, and moving 
about in all directions. ‘The Captain of the 
Lumberman was as mad asa March hare over 
the occurrence, and expressed himeclf in terms 
more forcible than elegant. He was bound out 
at the time, and was not delayed seriously by 
the accident. 

The collision was witnessed by a large number 
of men who were congregated about the Lum- 
ber Market, and for a short time caused consid- 
erable excitement.

The Receiver there- 
fore desired to know what he should do in the 
matter. 

Judge Moore then entered an order pro forma, 
approving the sale if no objections are filed by 
April 21. Of course, it is expected thatif the 
creditors dv pot think the property brought a 
fair price, they will object; but it is provable 
that unless something more than a bare charge 
that the property did not bring its full value is 
made, the sale will be contirmed.

The church building of the Wesley Methodist 
Episcopal Society at Tompkins and Willoughby 
avenues, Brooklyn, was sold by auction on the 
Mth of March under a mortgage held by the 
Williamsburg Bank. A bid of $15,000 was 
made by Franklin Whiting, and as he was the 
only bidder the property was sold tohim.

But 
the pastor, the Rey. Jobn H. Stansbury, whose 
pastorate was to expire on the next Sun- 
day, the 30th ult., said that the Rev. 
Miss Anna Oliver, A. M., and Bachelor 
of Divinity, was the actual purchaser. In a 
church society meeting in Miss Oliver’s build- 
ing on the 25ta, Miss Oliver and the Kev. Mr. 
Stansbury explained the purchase. Mr. Stans-. 
bury related the history of the struggles to save 
the church property, and Miss Oliver told how 
she had heard of the society’s struggles to save 
its church, and how she remembered that its 
difficulties were similar to those of the First 
Church/in Paseaic, N. J., which she had so re- 
vived by her preaching and pastoral work that 
its permanent debt of $92,000 and a floating 
debt ef $3,000 were paid by the members. Miss 
Oliyer said that she nad visited the Wes'ey M. 
E. Church quietly, on Sunday, when the re- 
ligious serviccs were half finished, and as she 
looked around at the congregation it seemed to 
her as though God had sent her there. She 
/ knew none of the members; but friends offcred 
her money to buy the bailding, and she had de- 
termined to occupy the vacant pulpit. When

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THE NEW CHICAGO NINE. 

Inasmuch asthe papersin all the cities which 
support League Clubs have had considerable to say 
lately concerning those organizations, —generally 
figuring out that the one tn which they are particu- 
larly mnterested will win the championship, —Tus 
TRIBUNE would like to put in a word on behalf of 
the White (or Silk) Stockings. It does not pro- 
pose to claim, that the nine is the strongest in the 
country, thut its members are al] Sunday-school 
scholars of the most orthodox pattern, that it has 
tre largest salary-list of any team in the country, 
or several other things that have been asseried of 
the other League Clubs. People who make confi- 
dent predictions regarding the championship gen- 
erally find at the close of the season that their 
guessing was remarkably wide of the mark. It 
would be no very astonishing thing if the Chicago 
Club was to prove victorious in the approaching 
contest for the pennant, and then again it is among 
the possibilities thatit may stand no vetter than 
fourth. There are a great many unforeseen things 
liable to occur between now and September, and 
of all athletic games base-ball is probably the most 
uncertain. The loss of a man by sickness or other 
cause ata critical time may transform a well dis- 
ciplined and effective nine inte a gang of muffers 
that would disgrace Pecatonica, and such an acci- 
dent is just as apt te occur to the Boston or Provi- 
dence Club as it is to the Buffalo or Syracuse. The 
sage-brush reporters who have been devoting so 
much space of late to the settiement of the cham- 
pionship question would do well to bear in mind 
that the betting quotations on any event are an ua- 
erring index to the drift of public opinion, and in 
the present instance the book-makers place Bos- 
ton and Cincinnaii on even terms for first place, 
with Chicago and Providence second. Of course, 
itis not pretended that the judgment of beok- 
makers is infallibie, but when men who are in the 
betting business lay their money at such anc such 
odds, 1t is certain that those odds indicate the pub- 
lic estimatiou in which the contestants are pmced. 
The public makes the odds, nut the bouk-makers, 
and itis seldom that the public is far out of the 
way. 

All that can be said of the Chicago team ia that 
the one engaged for the present season is far supe- 
rior tv any which the Club has bad since 1876, In 
batting it heads the list. and in flelding will be 
found right alongside of the best. The men have 
all agreed to behave themselves like gentiemen, 
and those whe do not will be quietly retired to 
private life. There will be no hot-terapered bual- 
ly-ragging Captain, as has often been the case in 
Chicago, to demoralize the men and make them 
lose what little respect they may have had for hiw. 
The man in charge of the nine will nave complete 
contro] of it, and his orders will be carried out. 
If the nine wins the championship well and good. 
if it does not, and maintains a respectable posi- 
tion in the race, nobody who has any right to dad 
fault will do so, 

RED STQCKING REMINISCENCES. 


The Cincinnati Commercial has recently been 
publishing some very interesting articles concern- 
ing the early history of the once-famous Red Stock- 
ing Club of that City. In 1868 there was a great 
rivalry between the Reds and Buckeyes, and the 
latter en some professional players, inciad- 
ing Docknev, **Cherokee”™ Fisher, Sweazy. and 
Leonard. When thie fact was learned the officers 
of the Red Stockings at onve set about check- 
mating the moves of their enemies. How they 
accomplished the feat is told ag follows: 

‘*Jobn Hatfleld, of the New York Mutuals, was 
at this time dise ed. He was reported to be 
one of the best playersin the United States, as 
well as véry gentlemanly in his mannors and ap- 
pearance. Steps were immediately taken to oro- 
cure him a situation in Cincinnati, as the rule of 
the National Associatiun furbade a player being 
bired. Hatfield was secured after a great amount 
of correspondence, at a salary of $1,500 per 
annum, and furnished . wi a situation(?) 
in the Boatmen’s Fire and Marine Insurance Com- 
pany as recording clerk. The officers stili felt that 
the nine was not strong enough to cope with the 
aggregation of talent in ihe employ of the rivals, 
and a committee was therefore sent to visit New 
York and other places in the for additional 

layers. After much trouble and expense, Fred 

aterman. then the best third baseman known, 
was engaged and sent West. He Was followed bv 
Asa Brainard (the Count), whose capture was very 
difficult, be being very wary and as siippery as an 
eel. Brainard and Waterman came to Cincinnat 
and, like Hatfield, were provided with nomina 
situations ata remuneration of $1,400 each, the 
former's services being secured by the law firm of 
Tilden, Moulton & Tilden, and the latter by a 
Water street commission house as —omne clerk. 
It bas been asserted that while there never 
shipped a pound of freight, and that on any fine 
ticing season opened he 
could be found outside the door seated on a barrel 
of saver kraut, arguing base bail to any who woula 
listen. This year Charley Gould, who had been 
laying with the Buckeyes from the beginniny, 
oined the Red § in the capacity of first 
map, a positioa he afterward faithfully and 
satisfactorily filled until the club disbanded in 
1 


870. 

‘*The Buckeyes and Red Stocki came to- 

ther finally, the nines being composed as follows: 

~ By pitcher and Captain; Hatfield, catcher; 
Goula, first; Brainard, second; Waterman, third; 
Howe, snort; with Johns n, Storer, and Grant in 
the outfield. Buckeyes: Leenard, catcher, in place 
of Dockney, whvu bad been cut by a rough on Cen- 
tral avenue; Fisher, pitcher; Doyle, first; Sweasy, 
second; Jone#, third; with Wright, Brookshaw, 
and Meagher in the outield. .The score resulted: 
Cincinpatis, 28; opponents, 10. That night the 
admirers of the Reds weat wild, a banquet being 
given at the Merchants’ in honor of the event. In 
August the home organization made atour as far 
as Pittsburg, playing as yt went in the different 
cities of importance. At Allegheny the nine nar- 
rowly escaped defeat by crawling through the 
smallest hole on re . At the end of the first 
half of the ninth inning the Allegehenies retired 
with a grand tots! of thirteen runs. The Cincin- 
natis went to the bat with one run to tie and two 
towin. The first two strikers were put out like 
winking. The next man made first and stuck 
there. Charley Gould followed and distinguished 
himself by having two strikes calied on him. Cin- 
cinnati stoce fell very low about that time. Gould, 
nerving himeelf fora desperate effort, caaght the 
next ball fairly on the end of his bat, and, by the 
longest hit ever made on the unds, cavorted 
around the bases, sending the other manip ahead 
of him and making the winning run. Eleven more 
runs were then made, the game closing with a 
ecore of—Cineinnatis, 25; Alleghenies, 13., 

**When it came to securing a catcner, Mr. Joyce 
went to Philadelphia. The City of Brotherly Love 
was at this time wild over the national pastime, 
and hundreés of clubs were playing wherever suit- 
able space could be found. Joyce with his pocket 
full of cigars would start ont every morning and 
spend the day in twee gg my players wherever 
games were in progress. us day after day was 
passed among a mob of unknown players, many of 
whom have since achieved notoriety, but none of 
them exhibiting evidences of sufficient ability to 
warrant their being engaged. After patient wait- 
ing, he one day found bimeelf in a dispirited mood 
in a Manayonk brick-yard watching a game, and 
his attention was arrested by a tall, ungainly, ver- 
dant-looking, poorly-ciad young man, who, out of 
his position. was all awkwardness, and, in his po- 
sition, the embodiment of grace and perfection. 
Five minates’ observation convinced him that the 
long-sought was before him. ‘The young man was 
named Allison, a marble-cutter by trade. A con- 
ditional engagement was at once mate with him at 
a edlary of $20 og week, his railroad-fare to Cin- 
cinnati to be paid, as well as his expenses while 
there on trial. 

** The Colonel had grave doubts as to whether or 
not the awkward youth would meet with favor 
among the clue members, who were imperative in 
their demand that the players should be men of 
social standing, having ability te grace the parlor 
as well as the field. e took the safe side, and did 
some telegraphing’on the sudject before starting, 
that if published would be ludicrous in the ex- 
treme. 

‘* With misgivings, he attired the new acquisi- 
tion in a faultiess suit, and started West with him. 
Arriving in Cincinnati he buried him for one night 
in the St. James Hotel, and the next afternoon 

rodaced the goods on the field where a game had 
Sena made up for test purposes. A jury of critical 
members sat on the Ciub-house porch. As Allison. 
now in uniform, stepped upon the field with an old 
cotton handkerchief about his neck, the noses of 
the jury inaividually and coliectively were elevated 
about three pegs. he aforesaid handkerchief was 
wrested from bis neck by Joyce, whose face was 
scarlet when he saw it. 

** Play was called, and in @ moment behind the 
bat the ungainly boy was transformed into the 
skillful catcher. Brainard was dumbfounded. and 
could scarcely believe the evidences of his senses. 
He pitened with all his speed, ard made use of 
every trick to confuse him, but his efforts were 
fruitiess. The tiret striker went out on a foul tip, 
beautifully taken. The next man was put oat bya 
magnificent line throw that went to second like a 
shot. Tne jury took bim to its bosom and wept. 
and from that day forward Allison was known as 
the great catener, whose exceliencies have never 
since been equaled. ”’
